Jamaican democracy—an often 
bloody affair—mellowed out this year. 
Only 20 people were killed in the 
balloting for a new government com- 
pared to the 750 fatalities in 1980—the 
year Michael Manley lost his crown to 
Edward “Fast Eddie” Seaga. 

This “Give Peace a Chance” karma 
gave Manley his second shot as Prime 
Minister. “Michael,” as he is widely 
called, has apparently mellowed out 
as well. The socialist leader ran a 
relatively radical government in the 
’70s—blasting international bankers 
and cozying up to Fidel Castro with 
fiery anti-imperialist rhetoric. This 
time around, Manley said Cuba was 
not a high priority and promised that 
his first objective in office would be to 
“establish onthe widest and most con- 
structive possible basis a relationship 
with the new administration of Presi- 
dent Bush.” 

Manley, the dashing white-haired, 
light-skinned heir toa political dynasty 
(his father was Prime Minister), 
defeated Seaga in February. Manley’s 
People’s National Party (PNP) gained 
44 of 60 seats in the new parliament 
andwon 657 percent of the popular vote. 

One of Ronald Reagan’s staunchest

allies in the region, Seaga lauded the 
US invasion of Grenada in 1983 and 
pleased the free marketers in the 
White House by selling off nationaliz- 
ed industries and slashing thousands 
of jobs and welfare programs toreduce 
a budget deficit. In return, the Reagan 
administration made Seaga’s island 
‘one of the largest per capita aid reci- 
pients in the world, The US has tossed 
$600 million Jamaica's way since 
1982. 

But widespread corruption and 
government cuts in education and 
health care didn't endear Seaga’s 
team to the voters—most of whom 
earn less than $75 a week. Seaga, a 
Harvard grad, waged a desperate cam- 
Paign—orchestrated in part by 
American political consultants. His 
legions whispered about secret Cuban 
police teams and indoctrination 
schools under Manley, andSeagaeven 
declared “The Year of the Worker” and 
hiked minimum wages and pensions. 
Alll to no avail. 

“There's a spirit of cooperation tak- 
ing over the island,” observes Perry 
Henzell, author and producer of The 
Harder They Come. “People here are 
optimistic about the future. Eighteen

years ago when Michael first took of- 
fice, everything was very ideological. 
That kind of thing is gone.” Henzell 
believes Manley—if he keeps his cam- 
paign pledges—has learned that he 
has to “earn as a capitalist” and 
“spend as a socialist.” 

Inhis victory speech, Manley said he 
wants to meet with William Bennett, 
Bush's drug czar nominee. Informed 
observers expect him to work closely 
with US narcs to clamp down on 
Jamaicans who use the island as a 
trans-shipment point for cocaine. The 
introduction of coke and crack to the 
island has contributed substantially 
to a Wild West atmosphere in many 
parts. Stickups, murders and hijack- 
ings have become commonplace. In- 
deed, a crack-crazed gunman, Dennis 
Lobban, was convicted of murdering 
reggae superstar Peter Tosh in his 
home last year. 

As far as ganja goes, Manley is ex- 
pected to suspend the eradication 
campaign waged by Seaga against 
small and mid-level growers. (Political- 
ly connected smugglers got their 
wares out.) Under prodding from 
Washington, Seaga’s military burned 
pot fields regularly and harassed 
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poorer individuals who grew a little on 
the side. “I don’t think that Seaga and 
his friends knew the difference be- 
tween cocaine and ganja,” says 
Henzell. “I think, internally, Michael 
will relax things and look at it the way 
New York or California does. As far as 
export goes, | imagine he may well 
respect the wishes of the DEA.” 

Jamaica faces major problems. 
People are still digging out from Hur- 
rican Gilbert, which devasted whole 
parts of the island. There's a waiting 
list of 40,000 for telephones (even the 
mayor of Kingston doesn’t have one). 
Unemployment is hovering around 20 
percent. 

Manley must reinvigorate 
Jamaica’s tourist economy, which 
became theisland’s leading cash crop 
when the bauxite industry collapsed. 
Tourism adds up to $500 million a year 
and 30,000 jobs. 

Beyond these crucial immediate 
concerns, some Jamaican visionaries 
are thinking about the island in the 
21st century and getting rather stoned 
on the possibilities. The island's 
Rastafarian sensibility continues to 
grow strong—linking Jamaica to 
Africa—and New York is becoming 
Jamaica’s most influential 
city—economically and culturally. 
The island is developing a uniquely 
cosmopolitan nexus, one that might 
be a model for Third World develop- 
ment in the Glasnost age in which the 
East-West way of thinking is finally be- 
ing understood as outmoded. 

May Jah help Manley pull it off. @

Kind of reminded me of another drug 
info pamphlet I'd mailed away for a 
while back. You see, advice queen 
Esther P. Lederer (Ann Landers, to 
those of you not in the know) has also 
authored a book that gives the dirt on 
drugs, called The Lowdown on Dope. 
While full of inaccuracies—"“All mari- 
juana comes from the cannabis sativa 
plant"—it’s basically a harmless little 
compilation of other people's feelings 
and research. Ann, hip chick that she 
is, even quotes William Burroughs at 
‘one point. 


A bunch of “Dear Ann” letters are 
reprinted, including one extolling the 
virtues of LSD and chiding Ann for giv- 
ing advice on a drug she has never 
taken.

ONE MANS DOP 
SIR DEAN'S NICOTINE DREAM

P remier, the new so-called 
‘smokeless’ cigarette from RJ 
Reynolds of North Carolina, is nothing 
more than a cheap, quickie cigar. “God, 
that tastes like burning corn flakes!” 
most people exclaim at first puff, after 
the initial burst of coughing permits 
them to speak. They snuff it out, or try 
to—Premier is not very easy to snuff 
out—and go back to their customary 
organic tobacco brand. 

You have to work at Premier to 
discover its single virtue, which is 
slender enough: The extraordinarily high 
level of nicotine which, when smoked 
properly, it delivers into the 
bloodstream, for distribution to 
nicotinic cel yembrane receptors all 
through the body. The trick is to avoid 
inhaling—just as cigar-smokers avoid 
inhaling—postponing that instant- 
gratification rush of nicotine into the 
blood through lung tissue, in favor of 
the slower but heavier absorption of the 
drug through the buccal and nasal 
mucosa. 

Like the harsh tobacco in cigars, the 
little beads of pure nicotine extract, 
packed into the aluminum “flavor 
capsule” imbedded in each Premier will 
incite convulsive coughing fits when 
inhaled; but when permitted gentle 
absorption through the 
esophagopharyngeal mucosa enough 
nicotine slips into the bloodstream to 
cloak even the remotest nicotinic 
receptors in the spinal ganglia, the 
adrenal medullae over the kidneys, at 
each juncture of skeleton with muscle 
and everywhere in the brain from the 
hippocampus to the orbital frontal 
cortex. Acetylcholine is released, and 
for just a minute or two, while the 
nicotine cell-binding persists, a person 
is satisfied, even if that person has a 
three-pack-a-day tobacco Jones like | 
do. Then the Premier goes out, about 
one-eighth of the way down from the tip, 
and can't be relit. Overall, it left me with 
the feeling of having been defrauded 
somehow, and so | don't believe R.J. 
Reynolds is going to make back their 
investment here.* 

Still, the appearance of a new thing in 
the way of nicotine consumption has 
been sufficient to incite the repressive 
instincts of do-gooders in the Federal 
government. Under the influence of 
scandalized lobbying from the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Ed Cone of 
National Institute on Drug Abuse’s 
eminent Addiction Research Center 
recently endeavored to extract the 


aluminum “flavor capsule” from a 
Premier, substituted for its contents 
about 120 milligrams of crack cocaine, 
and composed a Federally-funded 
treatise on how easy it would be for 
crack-smokers to convert Premiers into 
“undetectable” devices for the smoking 
of freebase coke. Hearing of this 
through the press, | gave four Premiers 
to four different desperados of my 
acquaintance who are wholly given over 
to crack, and not one of them was able 
to extract that flavor cylinder without 
destroying the whole cigarette. In the 
meantime, under the influence myself 
of the full-bodied satiation of Premier 
nicotine (I'm down to the last six from 
the carton RUR kindly sent me, and 
already getting desperate), | feel like 
slipping down memory lane, toa time all 
this happened before. 
Sir Walter's Secret 

When Admiral Francis Drake hauled 

into Portsmouth in 1586 with the 


‘survivors of the calamitous Roanoke 
colony aboard, along with some 
miscellaneous Indians and a few tons of 
Virginia tobacco, Sir Walter Raleigh was 
looking at the poorhouse as the 
‘expedition’s sponsor. Since the only 
thing he had to offer was this shipment 
of dubious vegetable matter, Sir Walter 
put on his sexiest ruff, waxed his goatee 
to the sharpest possible point and went 
to Queen Elizabeth's court at Windsor to 
Pass the pipe around. The Queen 
herself, “after two or three puffs,” 
recorded Raleigh's pal John Aubery with 
some trepidation, “was seized with a 
nausea, upon observing which, some of 
the Earl of Leicester's faction whispered 
that Sir Walter had certainly poisoned 
her. But her majesty, in a short while 
recovering, made the Countess of 
Nottingham and all her maids smoke a 
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whole pipe out among them.” 

Since the industrial correspondence 
of the Court of Spain was still secret, 
the Elizabethans can be forgiven for 
‘overlooking the prime drawback of 
tobacco—addiction—when they made it 
fashionable. Early on, a Franciscan friar 
named Andre Thebet, touring the new 
Spanish settlements in Brazil, had 
alerted Madrid: “The Christians that do 
now inhabit there are become very 
desirous of this herb and parfum, 
although that the first use thereof is not, 
without danger, before that one is 
accustomed thereto... this smoke 
causeth sweats and weaknesse, even to 
fall into a Syncope [faint], which | have 
tried myselfe.” About the same time, 
Columbus' pilot Bartolemeo de las 
Casas reported from the colonial ports 
on Haiti: “I have known Spaniards in this 
island of Hispaniola who were wont to. 
take them [tobacos, Arawak for 
“cigars”, and being rebuked for it and 
told that it was a vicious habit, they 
replied that it was not in their power to 
‘stop taking them.” So it was already on 
record that while the stuff makes you 
deadly ill the first time you try it, it very 
shortly becomes an ungovernable 
addiction. 

Itwas even healthful, according to the 
French, who'd been importing it for 
years. The French ambassador to 
Portugal, Jean Nicot—after whom 
nicotine was eventually named, by the 
French chemist who extracted it in 
1807—had gone into business with 
some Lisbon importers and advertised 
the stuff all over Europe as a sure 
remedy for the noli me tangere, or 
syphilitic ulcers. So in 1595, to make it 
really fashionable in England, 
Elizabethan quack Anthony Chute 
advocated it for cleaning up 
consumption and clouded vision and 
more: “I think that there is nothing that 
harmes a man inwardly from the girdle 
upwards, but may be taken away with a 
moderate use of Tobacco.” Chute was 
not privy to the report from French 
explorer Marc Lescarbot, who remarked 
ominously of the original Quebec 
settlers: “And our Frenchmen who have 
frequented there are so bewitched with 
this drunkennesse of Tobacco, that they 
can no more be without it, than without 
meat or drinke, and upon that do they 
spend good store of money.” But Dr. 
Chute may have instinctively recognized 
the subtle discontentments of nicotine 
addiction when he peevishly 
condemned “hoarding Apothecaries,” 
holding on to stores of tobacco even in 
times of plentiful imports, “which 
forsooth they will not sell, under 
unreasonable rate, when there is scarfe 
good to be got.” 

The fashionability of tobacco among 
Elizabethan high society clearly peaked 
in 1598, when the old Queen's 
adolescent gigolo, Robert Devereaux 


* RJ. Reynolds stopped production of Premier on February 28 after four months of test-markating In Arizona and Missour. 
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Earl of Essex, depicted himself as a 
lovesick “Labouring Bee,” and sighed, 
“Witching Tobacco, | will fly to thee”: 

What though thou dyest my lungs in 
deepest black? 

‘Amourning habit suits a sable heart. 

What though thy fumes sound 
memory do crack? 

Forgetfulness is fittest for my smart 

O sacred fume! Let it be carved in 
oak, 

That words, hopes, wit, and all the 
world are smoke. 

King James’ Version 

‘Soon enough, reaction set in. “Some 
use to drinke it [as it is termed] for 
wantonnesse,” clucked one John Gerald 
in an Herball that year, “and cannot 
forebeare it, no, not in the midst of their 
dinner, whiche kind of taking is 
unwholesome and very daungerous.” 
And to addiction was added the sort of 
libel that is inevitably laid on every new 
drug that invades any society. “Tobacco 
dryeth up the sperme and seed of man, 
lied the anonymous author of Work For 
Chimney Sweepers in 1601. “It 
withereth and drieth up naturall 
moisture in our bodies, thereby causing 
sterillitie and barrennnesse; in which 
respect it seemeth an enemie to the 
continuance and propagacion of 
mankinde.” And he curiously concluded. 
“Better be chokt with English hemp. 
then poisened with Indian Tobacco.” (A 
reference to the common practice of 
smoking hemp—marijuana, forsooth— 
in the Fenlands of East Yorkshire, a folk 
phenomenon that somehow has never 
been adequately covered by English 
historians.) 

After all that fashionable literary 
doggerel and loony medical quackery, 
the anti-tobacco reaction was accorded 
the highest possible official imprimatur 
in 1605, when incoming King James | 
composed his thunderous. 
Counterblaste to Tobacco: “A custome 
Jothsome to the eye, hatefull to the 
Nofe, harmetull to the Braine, 
dangerous to the Lungs, and in the 
blacke stinking fume thereof, neerest 
resembling the horrible Stigian smoke 
of the pit that is bottomlesse.” The Red 
Indians of America, the King had heard 
used it to cure the clap, suggesting to 
him somehow that it must surely cause 
clap in Caucasian consumers, and 
things even deadlier: “Surely Smoke 
becomes a Kitchin far better than a 
Dining chamber, and yet it makes a 
kitchen also oftentimes in the inward 
parts of men, soiling and infecting 
them, with an unctuous and oily kind of 
Soote, as hath bene found in some 
great Tobacco takers, that after their 
death were opened.” He promptly hiked 
the tobacco import duty by 4000 
percent, forbade domestic cultivation of 
tobacco in England, and chopped off the 
head of Sir Walter Raleigh. If ever any 
chief of state sent forth an 


unambiguous public message of zero 
tolerance for the abuse of any novel 
drug, King James did that for tobacco. 

But it was all a self-righteous fraud. In 
his ultraconfidential state 
correspondence with spy chief Robert 
Cecil Lord Burleigh—“my little beagle,” 
James called him—he was forever 
encouraging Cecil to “drink good pipe of 
tobacco to all your company,” to reward 
his trusted faiconer with “a good pipe of 
tobacco,” and so on. Publicly, the King 
opposed tobacco-planting in the British 
Isles, on the grounds that it would 
“abuse and misemploy the soil of this 
fruitfull kingdome.” In reality, this 
prohibition was simply to eliminate 
competition for the Virginia importers, 
so that they could go on paying the 
Crown that tremendous import duty. 
“{O]ur colonies and Plantations in 
Virginia,” King James quietly explained, 

[being proper and natural climates for 
that plant] receive much comfort by the 
Importation thereof into this Kingdome.” 
Which was to say—just as Sir Walter 
Raleigh had secretly realized—since 
tobacco was the sole commercial 
commodity that might possibly turn a 
farthing of profit for the New World 
colonies of the Crown, its cultivation 
there and importation from thence- 
‘amongst many other vanities and 

superfluities, which come from beyond 
the Seas”—would be encouraged as a 
matter of long-range official policy. And 
nothing encourages commerce in an 
addictive drug better than ferocious 
crackdown legislation against it 

This happened everywhere, not just in 
England. When tobacco invaded Turkey 
in the 16th century, Sultan Murad IV 
made examples of its smokers by having 
them ridden out of town backwards on a 
horse, their tobacco pipes thrust 
through their nasal septums. At the 
same time, the Christian Council of 
Sicily was guaranteeing all Europeans 
that the Turks were importing tobacco 
into Christendom to poison Christian 
youth. When tobacco appeared in 
Persia, Shah Abbas anticipated the 
Ayatollah by cutting off the noses and 
ears of smokers, and his successor, 
Shah Sefi, dealt with dealers by pouring 
hot lead down their throats. A 
generation later, when tobacco came to 
Russia, Czar Mikhail Feodorovitch 
Romanoff slit smokers’ nostrils every 
chance he got, and his successor Czar 
Alexis condemned them to torture and 
then Siberia 

But by 1700, every single one of 
these countries was passing legislation 
to sensibly regulate the sale of 
“adulterated and inferior tobacco.” The 
people who made the money from this 
addictive drug prevailed, just as they did 
in England, in the long run. The same 
thing will happen with cocaine here and 
everywhere else around the world within 
another generation or so. @

COKE PAIN-KILLER—Two Yale 
School of Medicine researchers 
believe that treating certain types of 
pain with cocaine may be legitimate 
medicine. The doctors reacted to a 
storm of criticism after Dr. Milton 
Reder, 89, defied the New York Health 
Department by treating patients suf- 
fering from assorted pains with cotton 
swabs soaked ina solution of cocaine. 
He charges $25 a visit. 

GERMAN ECSTASY—A spokesman 
for the Imhausen-Chemie company of 
Lahr, Germany, suspected of playinga 
key role in building a poison gas com- 
pany in Libya, said the company 
manufactured and shipped MDMA, or 
Ecstasy, to America. Last September, 
Imhausen employees sold 374 pounds 
of MDMA (estimated value: $16.7 
million) to two Americans. A West Ger- 
man prosecutor said four suspects 
had been arrested, two Americans and 
two West Germans. 

SO SUE ME—The Los Angeles Clip- 
pers sued hoop star and Grateful 
Deadhead Bill Walton, claiming they 
had no obligation to pay him deferred 
payments ($200,000 a year) because he 
“engaged in certan activities detri- 
mental to his health.” Walton’s at- 
torney, Gary Vandeweghe, told the Los 
Angeles Tim ‘he Clipper charges 
are just euphemisms about smoking 
joints or some damn thing.” The suit 
has since been settled out of court in 
Walton’s favor. 

DISCOUNT DRUGS—Last October, 
police in Baltimore closed down a 
drug dealership that was handing out 
discount coupons. Sgt. Fred Beale- 
field said, “It worked just like the big 
food stores.” The homemade coupons 
offered a free bag of pot or a $1 dis- 
count, gave the address of the dealer's 
house and read, “Buy five of anything 
and get one free.” 

PARAQUAT RETURNS—Last July 19, 
a DEA agent sprayed paraquat on 16 
acres of private land in Texas in an ef- 
fort to escalate the drug war. 
Authorities sprayed paraquat onabout 
50,000 marijuana plants growing wild 
on six private tracts from four-wheel- 
drive vehicles, not aircraft, to “protect 
the environment.” The Sierra Club, a 
private environmental group, main- 
tained that spraying paraquat was 
dangerous to humans and animals in 
the area. 
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Life During Wartime 


ohn Kenneth Galbraith, the Harvard 

economist, asserts that politics is not 

the art of the impossible, but rather 
involves choosing between the disastrous 
and the unpalatable. This formulation 
perfectly captures the dilemma of US 
drug policy, and explains why there is 
such debate over the question of mari- 
juana legalization. 

It is unreasonable and absurd for a soci- 
ety which allows legal alcohol, tobacco, 
caffeine and aspirin to prohibit marijuana. 
There are only two logical choices: either 
prohibit these other drugs or legalize 
marijuana. 

Even most Federal officials would ad- 
mit that prohibiting all drugs would be a 
disaster. Yet the other choice, marijuana 
legalization, remains unpalatable to many. 
Due to the trends of the last few years, 
the government is being forced to make 
hard choices. Death, illness and injuries 
caused by substance abuse are on the rise 
nationwide. The crime and violence at- 
tached to illicit drug trafficking are also 
increasing. 

This crisis is nowhere more apparent 


than in the nation’s capital. Washington, 
DC, which has the nation’s highest mur- 
der rate, is considering calling out Na- 
tional Guard troops to patrol the city’s 
more crime-infested neighborhoods. The 
new wrinkle to this plan is to have 
Guardsmen assist local police with drug 
enforcement. 

Some people wonder why our law- 
makers are willing to pass draconian laws 
and engage in extremist rhetoric in the 
drug war. The answer? They live in 
Washington, DC, and the DC stands for 
Dodge City. 

All the participants in the drug-policy 
debate can agree on at least one thing: 
current policies have proven to be a fail- 
ure. The question is whether the fault lies 
in the way the policies are enforced or in 
the policies themselves. 

NORML believes that marijuana policy 
in this country, and drug policy in general, 
isa disaster. There are serious problems 
with the ways in which the laws are ad- 
ministered. But the system would fail 
even if the problems of administration 
were solved, because the system is not 
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designed to solve our drug problems. 
Current US drug policy isa recipe for dis- 
aster. The reason is simple: While legal 
drugs comprise most of the nation’s drug 
problem, illegal drugs occupy most of the 
nation’s attention. 

The cost of legal drug use is staggering. 
According to US Surgeon General Ever- 
ett C. Koop, no less than 500,000 people 
die each year from tobacco and alcohol 
use. Misuse or abuse of prescription drugs 
results in thousands of more deaths 
annually. 

Marijuana, on the other hand, has 
never caused an overdose death. Alll the 
illegal drugs combined take about 6,000 
lives annually, according to the US Na- 
tional Institute on Drug Abuse. 

Spending by Federal, state and local 
governments on drug control is immense, 
estimated at between $8 and $10 billion 
annually. The bulk of this money goes into 
law enforcement. 

This concentration on a criminal justice 
solution fails to address the problems of 
legal drug abuse. It also fails spectacularly 
to control use of illegal drugs. 

In 1987, the FBI reported, there were 
313,709 arrests on charges of simple pos- 
session of marijuana. That figure, one- 
third of the 937,400 total drug arrests in 
1987, is more than just another statistic. 
It represents a third of a million lives dis- 
rupted by the intrusion of the police and 
the courts, simply because people chose 
to smoke marijuana in the privacy of their 
homes. 

The cost of arrest and conviction can 
include loss of job, professional license, 
driver's license, children and property, in 
addition to the usual fines and attorney's 
fees and time incarcerated, before and af- 
ter conviction. 

These 313,709 arrests represent less 
than one percent of the total number of 
people who broke the marijuana laws in 
1987. That statistic, more than any other, 
points out the unworkability of our cur- 
rent drug policy. Its absurd to think of ar- 
resting and punishing the millions of other 
marijuana smokers in the country. Clearly, 
police departments would be wiser to 
concentrate on other matters than ar- 
resting people for marijuana use. 

Okay, the current system has failed. So, 
what is to be done? Of course, the an- 
swer is marijuana legalization. But be- 
cause of the failures of alcohol and 
tobacco legalization, policy-makers con- 
tinue to view this option as unpalatable, 
envisioning marijuana legalization as yet 
another disaster. 

Marijuana should be treated in a man- 
ner similar to tobacco and alcohol in or- 
der to establish a consistent national drug 
policy. But how do we get the public and 
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the politicians to swallow this bitter pill? 
The answer, in the words of Mary Pop- 
pins, is “with a spoonful of sugar.” 

There are great advantages to legaliz- 
ing marijuana. Fiscal conservatives like 
the money associated with legal sales. 
Marijuana legalization would also elimi- 
nate an entire class of criminals, relieving 
our already overburdened criminal jus- 
tice system. Legalization would also seri- 
ously disrupt organized crime’s control of 
the business by severing the contacts be- 
tween the millions of marijuana users and 
the black market. 

As we know, the marijuana plant is va- 
luable for other uses than just getting 
high. Hemp, a crop with incredible po- 
tential, could be of great importance to 
my home state of lowa, as well as other 
agricultural states. Unfortunately, this po- 
tential, which is being explored in some 
European and Asian countries, is denied 
to the American farmer as long as mari- 
juana is prohibited. 

‘Common sense dictates that marijuana 
should be legalized. Unfortunately, com- 
mon sense has not guided US drug policy 
in the past.

emember Che Guevara and Chair- 
R:: Mao? Rock musicians liked 

to sing about them because their 
images were powerful and at times even 
romantic, But times have changed in 
North America and Europe. Revolution- 
aries are no longer fashionable and 
dialectics has given way to BMW-driven 
yuppies. 

The Third World, especially Latin 
America, has also changed—for the 
worse. The economic and social situa- 
tion in Latin America has deteriorated to 
unprecedented levels of despair. 

Peru, for example, has a $13.6 billion 
debt, spiraling inflation and a 70 percent 
unemployment and underemployment 
rate. One of, if not the, biggest sources 
of income for Peru is its illegal coca leaf 
production for the cocaine trade, which 
doesn't “trickle down” to the people but 
goes into the coffers of organized crime. 
In short, most Peruvians are starving. In 
Latin America, drastic problems usually 
lead to desperate attempts to change 
the system fast, which traditionally has 
meant revolution. 

But the recent tone of armed struggle 
has changed since the '60s and '70s; 
gone is the utopian idealism of Che 
Guevera or the revolutionary pragmatism 
of Daniel Ortega. The new guerillas are 
harder, more fanatic ultra-leftists de- 
voted to totally restructuring society to 
their image of perfection. Groups like 
Colombia's M-19 and Peru's Sendero 
Luminoso (Shining Path) typify the sharp 
left turn taken by some of the continent's 
political movements. Sendero Luminoso 
best illustrates the new extremism. 

Most people first heard of the Shining 
Path when the group started hanging 
dead dogs with placards reading, “Deng 
Xiao Ping.” from lamp posts and fences 
around Lima, Peru's capital, during the 
late '70s. These unusual calling cards 
expressed the organization's discontent 
with China's new economic policies, im-

plemented by Deng, which Sendero per- 
ceives as a revisionist sell-out of the 
ideals of Mao Tse Tung and Lin Piao. 

Shining Path fervently believes in the 
peasant vanguard revolution and often 
cites Cambodia's Pol Pot and Khmer 
Rouge and China's purged Gang of Four 
as mentors. The name of the group 
comes from a pamphlet written by Sen- 
dero’s founder, Abimael Guzman 
Reinoso, titled “Down The Shining Path 
of Jose Carlos Mariategui.” Guzman wor- 
ships the work of Mariategui (1894- 
4930), who expounded the idea of a 
peasant revolution rather than one by the 
urban proletariat, as happened in 
Russia. 

During the early "60s, Guzman taught 
philosophy at the University of 
Huamanga in Peru's department of 
Ayacucho. There he built a group of fol- 
lowers who began proselytizing in the 
rural areas of Ayacucho. Continually dis- 
satisfied with the more established left- 
ist parties, Guzman finally split with his 
last urban connection, “Red Flag,” arad- 
ical splinter group of the Peruvian Com- 
party. Guzman thought Red Flag 
was insincere in its call for a protracted 
war and started organizing small party 
cells whose members held military 
ranks. At this point, Guzman took the 
name “Comrade Gonzalo”—a change 
which showed he clearly meant 
business. 

Guzman began Sendero in Ayacucho— 
a remote semi-arid, highland region 
made up of Inca descendants, 90 per- 
cent of whom speak Quechua. Because 
of its physical, cultural and linguistic 
isolation from the rest of Peru, Ayacucho 
was already virtually functioning as a 
separate entity. Sendero used that to its 
advantage by playing off the fears and 
prejudices of the locals, as well as ap- 
pealing to regional superstitions and oc- 
cult practices, to win initial support. The 
group steadily escalated attacks in the 
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area to the point where the government 
declared martial law and sent troops to 
‘Ayacucho in April, 1982. 

Since then, fighting has been fierce. 
Government soldiers have orders to kill 
all Sendero sympathizers. Army search- 
and-destroy missions have resulted in 
My Lai type massacres of women and 
children. Sendero, for its part, holds 
“people's courts” in “liberated zones”; 
death is the penalty for harming the 
Shining Path. 

Sendero's cadres, estimated at 
2,000, have had an impact on all of 
Peru. The Shining Path often targets 
electric power plants and towers in an 
attempt to wipe out all forms of illumina- 
tion. In one incident, attacks on four 
plants blacked out Lima. 

The conflict has expanded into the 
neighboring departments of Huancave- 
lica and Apurimac as well, where Sen- 
dero has gained control. In 1984, 
Sendero added a second front in the up- 
per Huallaga to wipe out a US govern- 
ment-sponsored program to phase out 
coca production among peasants. Sen- 
dero’s operation there was a success, 
which opened possibilities for the gueril- 
las to strike up deals with local drug 
kingpins. 

As the conflict continues to engulf the 
nation, the country is dying. Lima has re- 
cently been compared to Calcutta, a city 
always held up as the essence of poverty. 
The 100 percent inflation, 20 percent 
loss of personal income and 2.5 million 
People crammed into shanty towns sur- 
rounding Lima do not bode well for the 
future. Although reports say Sendero has 
minimal support in urban slums, the po- 
tential of their appeal among the future- 
less, disenfranchised poor of Peru 
cannot be ignored. 

Peru's tourist industry is suffering. 
Fewer visitors now risk the Shining 
Path’s wrath in order to view the won- 
drous ruins of Machu Picchu in Cuzco. 
One who did brave the trip, Anna Cucci, 
wife of Jersey City mayor, Anthony Cucci, 
was killed in a Sendero attack during a 
vacation trip to Peru last December. For 
North Americans, the incident again 
brought to light Sendero’s powerful 
existence. 

Information on the Shining Path’s gue- 
rilla war is not easily obtained. The gov- 
ernment has a news blackout of the 
area, and Sendero and Guzman rarely do 
interviews. Though exact details of the 
situation in Peru aren't clear, it's no 
doubt getting worse. 

There is a saying in Lima’s slums, “Ra- 
tero, Coquero, Sendero” (crime, drugs, 
Sendero)—an understandable attitude 
of no-exit nihilism given the almost in- 
surmountable problems of Peru. But with 
Sendero Luminoso on the march, the fu- 
ture won't get any brighter. If Sendero 
wins, nobody will be singing either. @

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ORDER IN THE PISS ROOM

Ronald Reagan’s dream of subjecting 
public employees to random drug 
testing has gone up in smoke. In adeci- 
sion that delighted opponents of man- 
datory drug testing, a Federal court in 
Washington, D.C. blocked the institu- 
tion of a program of random drug 
testing that would have applied toover 
17,000 employees of the Department 
of the Interior, including clerical 
assistants, mail clerks and auditors. 
Scolding the administration, the court 
wrote on January 30 that forcing 
employees to endure the “humiliating 
procedures” of random drug testing 
without reasonable suspicion of drug 
use was an unconstitutional “invasion 
of citizens’ rights,” representing “a 
hallmark of insecure totalitarian 
regimes, not of the confident constitu- 
tional democracy in which we live.” 

The drug testing program grew out 
of an Executive Order issued by 
Reagan in 1986 which authorized all 
Federal agencies to randomly test 
employees for illegal drug use. 
Although other courts have blocked at- 
tempts by government agencies to im- 
plement Reagan's Order, Loren Siegel, 
anattorney with the ACLU, said thatno 
other court has spoken as forcefully 
about an employee's right to privacy in 
the workplace. 

US Court District Judge Harold H. 
Greene said that the drug testing pro- 
gram violated the right to privacy 
under the Fourth Amendment and 
refused to permit the Orwellian 
nightmare of “platoons of bureau- 
crats” who would “march in unending 
streams toward the Department's 
toilets for their next urination pro- 
cedure under the steady gaze of the 
government's urination inspectors.” 
Greene noted that illegal drug use is 
“virtually nonexistent” within the 
Department and that the program was 
simply ‘an education show in which 
the civil servants employed at the In- 
terior Department are the involuntary 
players.” 

Since this court and five other 
courts have reached similar results, it 
is highly unlikely that a court will allow 
random drug testing of large groups of 
public employees. However, the legali- 
ty of non-random testing of specific 
groups of employees, such as police, 
pilots or nuclear plant employees, in 
the alleged interest of “public safety” 
or “national security,” remains an 
open question. While lower courts 
have reached conflicting decisions, 
the Supreme Court has agreed to 
decide two cases that will possibly 
clarify the issue. In one case, the Court 
will decide whether or not the US 


Treasury Department can test 
customs agents who seek a promotion 
or transfer to a job involving the inter- 
diction of drugs. In the other case, the 
Court will decide whether or not the 
Federal Railway Administration can 
test train employees after a death oc- 
curs as a result of atrain accident. 

Although public employees presum- 
ably enjoy protection from unreason- 
able drug testing, employees of private 
businesses do not. In the land of free 
enterprise, employers are free to treat 
employees as they wish, and the 
courts are extremely reluctant to pro- 
hibit private employers from testing 
employees for drug use. Only in 
California—where the state constitu- 
tion provides citizens with an extreme- 
ly broad right of privacy—has a court 
prohibited a private employer from 
testing employees for drug use. Mon- 
tana, lowa, Vermont, Minnesota, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island have all 
passed laws that restrict the ability of 
private employers to test employees 
for drug use. Outside of these states, 
however, employees of private enter- 
prise will have little choice but to get a 
cup and step up to the urinal. @ 


BEAL'S SPIEL 
ON SAFE DRUGS 


The Safe Drugs Movement is holding 
its first major rally in New York City 
on May 6 (see Activist Calendar on page 
29 for details). According to Safe Drugs 
activist Dana Beal, “Arecent article by 
‘NYC Health Commissioner Stephen 
Joseph called for a ‘methodone clone’ 
forcrack users. He is implicitly accept- 
ing that maintenance drugs, not zero 
tolerance law enforcement, is the key 
to the solution of drug abuse, signal- 
ing a change inthe War on Drugs. If we 
are talking about a cocaine equivalent, 
the answer is not another synthetic 
that will mimic the effects of cocaine. 

“Ex-multiple drug users are having 
more success going back to mari- 
juana,” Beal added. ‘Not only are they 
ready to embrace the ‘safest 
therapeutically active substance 
known to man,’ but pot is a superior 
hypnotic, a mild sedative that mimics 
cocaine’s seratonin high without the 
stimulant effects of chemicals. The 
public has a right to know what steps 
Mayor Koch, Joseph and their faction 
of the Drug War advocates to end the 
present highly unnatural situation 
where crack cocaine, which has to be 
smuggled thousands of miles into this 
‘country, is cheaper and more available 
to drug users than the one recreational 
substance that can be produced in 
peoples’ closets, attics and vacant 
lots—marijuana.” —John Holmstrom

This chart is designed to give a basic idea of the penalties involved if you're busted in these states. In the first states, possession of 
small amounts of marijuana is decriminalized. It sucks to get busted no matter where you are, but in these states—in cases of sim- 
ple possession only—you have a better chance of avoiding jail. The last states listed are those with the most restrictive marijuana 
laws and the stiffest penalties. 
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INJUSTICE FOR ALL: 
AGUIDE TO US POT LAWS 


Ina hearing held last 
September, DEA chief ad- 
ministrative law judge Fran- 
cis L. Young declared mari- 
juana to be “‘one of the safest 
therapeutically active 
substances known to man.” 
Citing reliable medical 
authorities, Young stated 
that “There are simply no 
credible medical reports that 
suggest that consuming 


STATE BY STATE 
Leaving the new Omnibus Anti-Drug Act 
and other federal laws aside, individual 
states still have widely varying statutes 
regarding the posse: 


. What will get you 
one year in Tucson may only get you a 
‘small fine in Toledo. Some states—like 
Oregon—are very lenient when it comes 
to possession, but watch out if they nail 
you for growing—even one plant can get 
you a 20-year sentence and a $100,000 
fine! The discrepancy between the laws 
of different states is confusing, to say the 
least. 

‘Alabama, Alaska, Arkansas, Colorado, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
York, Oklahoma and Oregon are states 
that distinguish, and give lesser penalties 
for, persons caught with small amounts 
deemed for “personal use” in private. 
‘The same amount used or displayed in 
public reaps a harsher penalty. North 
Dakota and Mississippi both have 
provisions in their laws for marijuana 
found in vehicles, making the possession 
violation much more serious; both states 
change a fine into possible jail time. New 
Jersey has a two-year loss of driver's 
license provision attached to its already 
stiff possession penalty. 

Quite a few states, Arizona and New 
Jersey among them, doubled the 
penalties if the drug violation occurs 
within 1,000 feet of a school even if you 
are busted for drugs in your own home! 
It makes no difference if school is in 
session—it could be 2 aM, midJuly, or 
during recess—minors don’t even have 
to be anywhere near the bust. 

On the other hand, it’s very possible 
you might have to spend the rest of your 
life in jail if you're caught cultivating or 
selling large amounts of weed in 
Montana, Missouri, or Nevada. 

Although it's not quite a life sentence, 


by Judy McGuire 
marijuana has caused a 
single death.’ Young went 
on to say, “By contrast, 
aspirin, a commonly used 
medicine, causes hundreds of 
deaths each year.” 

Despite Judge Young’s 
ruling that pot is safer than 
aspirin, thousands of 
Americans are persecuted, 
prosecuted, harassed, and. 
jailed each year because of 


Arkansas, Connecticut, Oregon, Florida, 
Louisiana, Virginia, Rhode Island, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Mississippi, and North 
Carolina slam the large scale grower/ 
salesperson with a possible 20-30 years 
in jail.

FORFEITURE 

Many states have forfeiture provisions 
written into their drug laws, making 
properties attached to the drug offenders 
liable to seizure by the state. On the 
federal level, the US Customs Service's 

‘Zero Tolerance” crackdown, netted the 
service a fleet of luxury yachts in the last 
year, The ever-zealous. ard, 
Which can seize boats found to he 
carrying even the smallest amount of 
drugs, confiscated one unlucky man’s yacht 
after finding a few seeds and two stems 
on board, Possibly the most famous case 
of boat-siezure came when the infamous 
“Monkey Business"—the “love boat” of 
would-be-Democratic-presidential 
nominee Gary Hart 1 paramour Donna 
Rice—was impounded after the Coast 
Guard found a joint on it. Only after 

paying a hefty fine was the wayward 
vessel returned to its owne! 

Forfeiture provisions are not limited to 

boats. The Federal government can seize 
property involved in any kind of drug 
activity. In Hlinois, the Justice 
Department seized a suspected drug- 
dealer's gas station. They later returned 
the property to the dealer's widow after 
discovering that the business came with 
an outstanding $125,000 bill from the 
Ilinois Environmental Protection 
Agency for emergency cleanup. A 


the stigma attached to this 
relatively harmless drug. 
The recent passing of the 
Omnibus Anti-Drug Bill 
marks the climax of the anti- 
drug hysteria that has been 
building for the last eight 
years. And with the ultra- 
conservative Bush adminis- 


tration taking over, things 
don’t look as if they’ll be im- 
proving anytime soon. 


Florida man, arrested by the US Border 
Patrol with a small amount of marijuana 
and more than $400,000 in cash in his car, 
wound up being charged with pos 
of less than one ounce of marijuana— 
charge which was later dismissed—but 
ended up losing his bankroll. 
Government prosecutors deemed that 
the money should be forfeited because 
the man was allegedly on his way to 
purchase a large amount of marijuana— 
a charge he denies. 

After stopping a car for a routine 
traffic violation, a Florida Highway 
Patrol trooper confiscated $8,180 in cash 
when the driver could not give the 
officer an “acceptable” explanation for 
carrying such a large wad. The cost of 
litigation involved in small forfeiture 
cases often discourages the victim of 
wrongful seizure from fighting the case 
in court 

State governments usually have 
different forfeiture guidelines for 
different amounts and types of drugs. 
‘These guidelines include the forfeiture of 
drug containers, cars, money, and other 
valuables. But in California and many 
other states they can't seize your car if 
it’s your family’s sole means of 
transportation. 

Only 17 states currently have the same 
type of real estate forfeiture provisions 
that are already written into Federal law. 
This figure is sure to change for the 
worse in the next few years, so that not 
only can the US government take your 
home, but the local sheriff's department 
can join in the bounty-hunt as well 
CONSTITUTION? WHAT'S THAT? 
Getting illegally-obtained evidence to 
stand up in court has always been a 
constitutional nightmare for 
prosecutors. Illegal searches (those 
carried out without a warrant or 
probable cause) are usually considered 
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unconstitutional and the evidence 
obtained from them thrown out of court. 
However, a recent US Supreme Court 
decision allowed prosecutors in Florida 
to introduce evidence gathered by police 
using a helicopter. The whirly-bird flew 
400 feet over a greenhouse that had 
marijuana plants growing in it, visible 
only from the sky. The police used the 
information gathered from the flight to 
obtain a warrant, but the Florida 
Supreme Court ruled it an 
unconstitutional searct he US. 

preme Court disagreed—a fixed-wing 
aircraft can fly no lower than 500 feet, 
but since there are no regulations 
regarding helicopters, this was not 
considered an invasion of privacy. 

In yet another case of civil rights 
erosion, a Florida State Court of Appeals 
ruled that police can search passengers’ 
luggage on public buses at random. No 
reason necessary—a funny haircut, a 
suspicious walk, and your privacy is 
history. 

THOSE MADCAP POLITICIANS. 
As if the current climate weren't hostile 
enough towards pot smoking citi 
there are always a few politicians ready 
to make things even more oppressive.

sadistic practice. The ACLU, which 
vehemently disagrees, is currently 
investigating the constitutionality of the 
whipping post. 

Representative Al Edwards of Te 
has a novel, not to mention morbid, idea 
for dealing with drug dealers. The bill 
he’s sponsoring calls for dealers to lose 
the tip of a little finger the first time 
they're convicted. With each subsequent 
conviction, they would lose a full finger. 

While these penalties seem far 
fetched, these are the opinions of people 
who are running this country! Dru 
being used as a scapegoat for the 
problems that America faces today— 
homelessness, AIDS, unemployment. 
crime, and hunger. The politicians feel 
it’s easier and safer to attack drugs than 
it is to deal with deeper and more 
controversial issues. And they don’t care 
if they end up shredding the Constitution 
todoit. @

TAX 
STAMPS 


Because of a loophole in new 
tax-stamp legislation in at 
least one state, penalties 
levied on marijuana users 
seem to have been con- 
siderably reduced. Recent 
reports indicate that cases 
involving possession, cultiva- , 
tion, and/or distribution of 
marijuana when the defendant 
is in possession of the proper 
tax stamps have resulted in 
convictions for the record with 
no other penalties issued to 
the offender. 

Arizona, Illinois, Kansas, 
Minnesota, and Utah are 
among a growing number of 
states trying to cash in on the 
profits of the illegal drug 
market by selling tax stamps 
to drug dealers. The law, 
which is fairly uniform in the 
states selling stamps, re- 
quires that all controlled 
substances must have a tax 
stamp permanently attached 
to the package. Stamps are 
issued in various denomina- 
tions with expiration dates. 
The cost of the stamps range 
from $3.50 to $5 a gram of pot, 
$200 to $250 a gram for coke 
and $2,000 for 50 doses (or any 
part thereof) of LSD, am- 
phetamines, or other controll- 
ed substances sold by dose 
rather than weight. © 

The stamps are sold by the 
revenue departments of these 
states. The revenue depart- 
ments are not supposed to 
pass information about the 
purchaser’s identity on to any 
other department of the 
government. Some states do 
not require a name or address 
at all. 

Theoretically, if arrested for 
possession of a controlled 
substance ina “tax stamp 
state,” you are not only sub- 
ject to the standard criminal 
codes of the state, but—if you 


do not have a current tax 
stamp in the proper denomina- 
tion attached to the package 
as evidence that the correct 
tax has been paid—you are 
also liable for back taxes and 
penalties for tax evasion. 

Many other states, in- 
cluding decriminalized states 
such as Ohio, Maine and 
California, also have tax laws 
which could easily be applied 
to drug dealers. These states, 
however, haven’t chosen to 
spend their tax revenue on 
printing stamps or hiring addi- 
tional staff to administer a tax 
stamp program. 

At first glance, the idea of 
tax stamps seems like a pretty 
good one for the state govern- 
ments. But upon further in- 
vestigation, it’s clear that 
legislators have overlooked a 
number of important facts. 

First of all, for obvious 
reasons, people involved in 
the use, manufacture or sale 
of controlled substances have 
a strong aversion to filing their 
names and addresses with the 
government for any 
reason—especially when it 
comes to registering as an il- 
legal drug dealer. Accustomed 
to breaking laws, it seems 
unlikely that dealers will sud- 
denly become law-abiding 
citizens eager to see that their 
state receives its fair share of 
their profits. 

Secondly, on the enforce- 
ment level, tax stamp laws run 
into another problem. Police 
know and enforce the criminal 
code, but are not inclined 
towards learning tax codes as 
well. Although these laws are 
on the books, cases involving 
them rarely come up. 

Although there are usually a 
significant number of stamp 
buyers when a state first 
adopts a tax-stamp law, most 
of the stamp purchasers have 
been stamp collectors and 
prohibition memorabilia buffs. 
And drug dealers just keep do- 
ing their business—as usual.

“We risked 
our lives’’

Abbie Hoffman is best known as a ‘60s 
political activist—the original Yippie, a 
member of the Chicago Seven, and 
author of Woodstock Nation. His cle 
Steal This Book, has recently been 
reprinted (available from Contemporary 
Classics, P.O. Box 15, Worcester, MA 
01613, $8.00 plus $2.00 handling). Co- 
written by HIGH TIMES founder Tom 
Forcade, it's a complete guide to the real 
‘60s counterculture lifestyle. Today, 
Abbie Hoffman has inherited the mantle 
as the leading, loudest, most influential 
media symbol from the political 
movement of the '60s, largely because he 
has stayed close to his roots, and is still 
committed to social change. 

This is one of a series of interviews 
we're running to mark the 15th 
anniversary of HIGH TIMES, the 
endurance of the counterculture, and the 
memory of Tom Forcade, the founder of 
HIGH TIMES. 

High Times: We get the feeling here at 
HIGH TIMES that there has been a 
rebirth of some of the idealism and 
political activism of the '60s. I was 
wondering if you feel it, too. 

Abbie Hoffman: I've known it for four 
years—from the growth of the anti- 
apartheid movement on campus. There 
are now over 200 colleges that have 
kicked South Africa out of the stock 
portfolios of their university—some six 
billion dollars. That's not exactly a 
career/marriage/yuppie interest. There 
over 180 schools that have kicked the 
CIA off campus in terms of recruiting. 
Around the country, as I speak at college 
campuses, I see schools that are fighting 
curfews, fighting campus controls of 
newspapers, holding pot protests, 
protesting the absence of minority 
programs, fighting a growing racism 
that’s happening on campus—fighting all 
kinds of battles. At the same time, this 
generation went three to one for Bush. 
That's pretty far out. 

Iwould say we're in a state of great 
transition. We're passing out of a period 
of passivity on the part of the citizenry, a 
kind of nihilistic pessimism on the part 
of the youth, and headed towards a 
period of increased participatory

democ and increased activism. I 
would also say that since we lost the 
Vietnam War, America has been on the 
decline as an empire, which means 
things happening in other countries are 
going to have a tremendous effect on us 
So when 85% of Europeans say they want 
nuclear weapons out of Europe, it's 
going to impinge upon what's going on in 
American society. What goes on in 
Russia and China and South America is 
going to have a much greater effect on 
what goes on in America now. We've lost 
the role of being the policeman of the 
world. Other countries are going to start 
telling us what to do, and telling us what 
their culture is all about, like how they 
solve problems like drug abuse, how 
they solve problems like crime, and how 
they solve environmental problems. 

HT: Although we're talki 
awareness by young people, the only 
media coverage I see about this is the 
eporting of the return of hippie 
fashions. 

AH: That's on the superficial level at 

which they can relate to the '60s—in 

terms of dress or music because that’s. 
the most saleable commodities. The 
politics is very frightening to them. Well, 
naturally—it's revolutionary. 

HT: It seems to me that, in the "60s, the 
media helped fuel the youth revolut 
It created youth culture celebrities 
yourself and Jerry Rubin. Now, the 
media is ignoring what's going on. They 
are ignoring campus activism and 
marijuana protests 

AH: By 1967 or '68, [had spent eight years 
organizing. The media was ignoring what 
I was doing for eight years. There were 
structures in the ‘60s, even though many 
were non-linear. There were leade!

even though the FBI knew who they 
were. 

‘The unfortunate thing is that many 
young people view the ’60s like an MTV 
video. You know, it’s a bunch of 
chanting, long hair, tie-dye shirts, flares 
and rock and roll. On the other hand, far 
too many of the books written about the 
“60s are academic and intellectual, when, 
in fact, the period was anti-intellectual 
and anti-academic. So the 
counterculture, the things HIGH TIME! 
represents, gets extraordinarily 
shortchanged. 

But the role that the media played in 
terms of the social changes is, 
tremendously important to understand. 
Quite frankly, there's a great 
misconception out there that I did things 
for the media. I've never in my life done 
anything for the media. I've spoken to 
crowds of hundreds of thousands, and I 
sed a microphone, because I couldn't 
reach them with my voice if I didn’t. In 
the same way, we used the media to 
enter the fantasy world of hundreds of 
thousands, if not millions, of people in 
this country and around the world. We 
st used it as if it were a big 
microphone, that’s all, It wasn’t given to 
us. We had to steal it and fight for it and 
be very creative in terms of how we did 
it. I don’t think some of it was very smart. 
But many of the people in the ‘60s are the 
best organizers I've ever met in my life. 

Ithink it was mostly organic in a 
generational sense, because we came of 
age getting our news and information via 
television, whereas the captains of 
\dustry and the generals in the 
Pentagon at that time were still linear— 
still getting their information from 
newspapers. The understanding of 
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television was tremendously important. 
In that sense Marshall McLuhan had 
equal, if not more, impact on the ‘60s 
than Karl Marx. 

We can understand the same thing 
now. If you're in social activism and you 
don’t use and understand computers, 
telefaxing equipment, and high-speed 
automated digital dialing, you're out of 
the ballgame. You can't sit there and 
pass out a handbill or a button on a 
street corner in Milwaukee, Wisconsin 
and think you're creating a national 
movement. No way. This is one reason 
why the right moved far more ahead in 
the '70s than the left. There were other 
reasons too—because they wrapped 
themselves in religion. But they did 
master the computer technology. 

Many people on the right, even aJerry 
Falwell, will say, “We studied what you 
did in the 60s.” They did. They studied 
the method. And I don't think, in the 
social movements today, they really pay 
attention to our methodology. They're 
very concerned with debating—whether 
we picked the right issue or not. They're 
not concerned with the pragmatics of 
actually how we did it. think as we 
move along, there will be less anecdotal 
remembrances: “What happened to Jerry 
Rubin or where is Grace Slick now?” 
Instead, on the part of a good percent of 
young activists, there will be a search 
for: “How did they build an SDS? How 


It's a yuppie book. The most popular 
Americans were Nixon and John Wayne, 

I don't think the majority of good 
citizens liked it when the Sons of Liberty, 
in 175 in Boston where I come from, 
shot at the British in Lexington and 
Concord. I think they were angry. They 
wanted the ships to run on schedule. 
They wanted to be tough on crime—the 
Redcoats were the cops. 

So, this is what it is. It’s a small group. 
And it's very important to pass this on to 
young activists—that we didn't have 
everybody on our side. We had enough. 
‘That's what I tell them. We had enough 
people to make change. But we had to 
work very hard. We had to take 
enormous risks. We had to think beyond 
careers and marriage. We risked our 
lives, We had a historical perspective— 
that there were people taking tougher 
risks in the '50s, and many more in the 
"30s. 

You know, I think this is quite an 
exciting, astonishing time to live 
through. I mean, I wish I was young 
again, frankly. One thing I'd do if I was 
young would be to go to Russia, because 
I would want to help break down the 
Cold War and understand what it feels 
like to be in a society that’s having a 
youth revolution. 

HI: What do you remember about Tom 
Forcade? 
AH: Well, he made a significant

did they build national marches in 
Washington? How did they create strikes 
in a thousand universities at once across 
the country?" Now, we're getting to the 
nitty gritty of it. 

Now, as I look at young people, my 
main criticism is that they're a little too 
middle-aged.

They're not reckless enough. They're not 
daring. They're too scared. They're not 
risk-taking. They want to be sensible. 
‘They want all these things. They want to 
be nostalgic for youth. 

HT: The kids today don't seem to be able 
to do it themselves. They expect the 
mainstream culture to create a youth 
culture for them. 

Al: The demographics are slanted. 
against them. The economics are slanted 
against them. But again, generation 
don't make change. It was a very small 
minority, given the whole population, 
that resisted oppression and resisted the 
Vietnam War. In 1968, the most popular 
book on campus was The Money Game, 


contribution to the cultural revolution. 
HT: Do you remember your first dealings 
with him? 

AH: I guess it was in the 

establishment of UPS (Underground 
Press Syndicate), when he was trying to 
syndicate the underground newspapers, 
of which there were about 5,000 at the 
time, and bring advertising into those 
papers. I remember him, of course, in 
1971 and '72—we had tremendous 
arguments about his role in Steal This 
Book and how much money he should 
get. Then in 1972, at the Miami 
convention when Yippie was splitting in 
two we had a bunch of arguments. 

HT: When was YIP (Youth International 
Party) formed? 

HT: December 3ist, 1968. It was formed 
with a number of ideas in mind, but most 
technically as an organization to get 
people to come to the convention in 
Chicago that summer. It was a natural 
development after the levitation of the 
Pentagon in October of 1967. There were 


many, many of us that worked on that 
who thought it was extraordinarily 
effective, that our organizing techniques 
were correct, and that we should keep 
organizing the counterculture into a 
political movement and bring it to 
Chicago. 

don’t remember the levitating of the 
Pentagon. 

AH: There was an anti-war demonstration 
at the Lincoln Memorial in October 1967, 
at which there were about 120,000 
people. About 50-60,000 of those split off 
and attacked the Pentagon. The object 
was to surround it. Those of us in the 
counterculture were saying five-sided 
figures in all religions were evil. So if you 
circle around it, it would exorcise the 
Pentagon of all its evil demons. 

‘The Pentagon had to bring out the 
National Guard by the thousands, with 
fixed bayonets and helicopters and 
armored carrier vehicles to defend the 
Pentagon against its own people. But we 
were there overnight, thick and thin, 
with a lot of head-bashing. I was arrested 
at least three times in one day there. 
Occasionally a rock or a button or a shoe 
was thrown at the Pentagon, and we 
knew things were getting a bit more 
militant. 

The levitation wasn’t a regular sit-in or 
anti-war rally—which we had about 
1,000 of between 1964 and 1967. This 
was a significant event in the anti-war 
movement. Around the world, photos of 
that were absolutely stunning, because 
the biggest symbol of war is the 
Pentagon. So to have 50,000 people 
attacking it, surrounding it, to see it 
defended by its soldiers, gave people 
around the world, especially the 
Vietnamese, an incredible—my God, 
America is ina state of civil war! The 
people are marching against their own 
institutions!—that’s what was 
happening. 

HI: Were you involved in the formation 
of the White Panther Party? 
AH: Sure. They were the Yippies. They 
were just doing it locally and trying to 
follow some of the models of decision- 
making that the Black Panthers had. 
They all said they were Yippies, too. 
HT: Who were the Motherfuckers? 
AH: They were not Yippies. They would 
be insulted if I called them Yippies. They 
were a street organization on the Lower 
East Side, 1966-67-68, and even up to ’69. 
They played a role at Woodstock. They 
were located in the Lower East Side and 
were a small, nefarious, I guess you 
could use the word if you want, anarchist 
group. 
HI: I know Tom Forcade was involved in

While still in its infancy, colonial America established a 
trade network based on the “peculiar institution” of 
slavery, sugar, and alcohol. In the late 17th century this 
network allowed the colonies of New England to reap 
‘enormous profits. Known as the triangular trade, this 
three-cornered trading pattern was extremely efficient: 
New England ships carrying rum would sail for Africa, 
where they would take on cargoes of slaves. These 
kidnapped Africans were carried to the West Indies and 
sold as slave laborers needed to harvest sugar cane. Sugar 
and molasses would then be hauled up to New England, to 
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be manufactured into rum. 

Inaddition to being extremely lucrative, this primitive 
drug business had unexpected consequences for the 
indigenous population of the New World. Native 
Americans, like humans everywhere, had a weakness for 
alcohol that was quickly exploited by the European 
settlers. Making alcohol readily available to the “Indians” 
caused widespread addiction, and in their weakened 
condition America’s native people fell easy prey to the 
pioneers who, in the name of “god” and “manifest destiny? 
massacred them. To this day alcoholism continues to be 
the scourge of Indian reservations, the way heroin and 
cocaine have become a malignant cancer in America’s 
inner-cities. 

Just as alcohol prohibition in the 1920s only drove the 
liquor business underground, today’s heroin and cocaine 
prohibition has led to extensive drug-smuggling, black 
markets, and consequently astronomical street prices. 
These inflated prices have a direct relationship to the 
increase of street crime and violence in US cities, and, in 
turn, have led to a legitimate outcry by the public, asking 
the government to take action. 

While vice president, George Bush headed the South 
Florida Drug Interdiction Task Force as part of the 
government's “War On Drugs.” During this period the 
amount of cocaine imported into the US quadrupled— 
becoming so plentiful in fact, that the price has actually 
dropped from about $50,000 per kilo in 1981 to its current 


level of about $12,500. No longer the “rich man’s drug,” 
cocaine is now readily and cheaply available on street 
corners and in school-yards in the form of smokable 
“crack.” 

The revelation that the CIA is involved in drug-trading is 
so shocking to most Americans, particularly those 
working in the mainstream media, that this aspect of the 
Tran/contra scandal has been all but ignored. But fighting 
communism is big business, and using drugs to finance its 
covert wars is nothing new for the CIA. During the 
Vietnam War, America’s inner-city streets were flooded 
with heroin from Southeast Asia, supplied by CIA- 
sponsored players in the so-called “secret war” that was 
taking place in Laos. 

During the public investigation of the Iran/contra 
scandal, the testimony of Oliver North was broadcast 
throughout America. Regularly scheduled TV shows were 
preempted. North was portrayed as a national hero 
‘because, though he broke the law, he did it in the name of 
fighting communism. US senators were very gentle in 
their questioning of North, and the issue of drugs was 
barely touched upon. Television cameras ignored the 
banner that was unfurled by a spectator at the hearings 
which read: “ASK ABOUT COCAINE!” (This spectator 
was instantly jumped and arrested, and is now serving a 
three-year prison sentence.) 

Another key personality questioned during the Senate 
investigation was Ramon Milian Rodriguez. Interestingly, 
unlike North, Rodriguez’ testimony wasn't televised. US. 
senators decided that his information was too sensitive to 
be shared with the American public. Rodriguez was 
convicted in 1985 for money laundering in Panama for the 
Colombian Medellin Cartel, which is responsible for 80% 
of the cocaine entering the US, according to the DEA. As 
chief accountant for the Cartel he used to pay General 
Manuel Noriega $4 million a month for the privilege of 
doing drug business in Panama. He testified that he had 
laundered $10 million in contributions from the Medellin 
Cartel to the “freedom fighters” at the behest of a CLA 
veteran and key figure in the White House supply 
network. 


Implicated in the money laundering are America’s 
largest multinational banks: Citicorp and Bank of 
America, to name just two. Of course, these same banks 
also exert enormous economic power within the media- 
conglomerates that provide most Americans with their 
news. 

In an interview with journalist Leslie Cockburn in June, 
1987, Rodriguez stated: “There seems to be a big to-do 
about the CIA having connections with drugs. It might be 
news now, but it’s something that has been quite prevalent 
for quite some time. Outside of the United States, drug 
dealers are very powerful people. They have the ability to 
put governments in power or topple them, if they do it 
subtly. They have cash. The CIA deals primarily with items 
outside of the US. If they want to deal in foreign countries” 
policies and politics, they are going to run up against, or 
run with, the drug dealers. It can’t be done any other way 
..-if the end result is for the benefit of everyone, it usually 
works” 

Immediately after the Sandinistas toppled the US- 
backed Somoza dictatorship in 1979, the US government 
tried desperately to subvert Nicaragua's socialist 
revolution. The CIA assembled an all-mercenary army 
comprised of ex-Somocista National Guardsmen. These 
counterrevolutionaries, or “contras,” have been waging a 
terrorist war not on Sandinista soldiers, but on the civilian 
population of Nicaragua. Amnesty International has 
reported that doctors, children, school teachers, and 
community organizers are almost the exclusive targets of 
contra attacks. Violent massacres are commonplace in 
this war of fear, with the majority of victims being young 
people. 


After it was revealed that the CIA had secretly directed 
the mining of Nicaragua's harbors, and pressure from an 
outraged American public mounted, military support for 
the contras was banned by Congress. Ignoring this 
congressional order, called the Boland Amendment, 
Reagan’s “secret team” continued to arm the contras 
covertly, 

With the contra’s military budget slashed, another 
method of raising funds was utilized: the highly lucrative 
drug business. According to George Morales (another 
convicted drug smuggler), “They needed the financial 
support for the contras and it was one more way for them 
to obtain that financial support. The word came down 
from Washington, from the top, that no matter what has to 
be done in order to get money to supply the contras has 
got to be done.” What motivated him, he says, was CLA 
protection, “the protection of the US government, from 
the Cl therwise, you know, we wouldn't be able to do 


The CIA offered airstrips, radar clearance, and no 
customs inspections. The Cartel provided pilots, 
airplanes, and money. A triangular trade was established 
by the secret team whereby the contras received weapons 
that were flown in from Florida to Costa Rica, the country 
on Nicaragua's southern border. The airplanes would land 
‘ona Costa Rican property owned by John Hull, an 
outspoken American anti-communist and CIA operative. 
On his ranch the weapons would be unloaded and the 
same plane would be re-loaded with cocaine that was 
then flown back to Miami and sold on the US market. 

Gary Betzner, a pilot serving fifteen years on a drug 
charge unrelated to his contra missions, explains in Leslie 
Cockburn's Out of Control: “I took two loads—small 
aircraft loads—of weapons to John Hull's ranch in Costa 
Rica and returned to Florida with approximately a 
thousand kilos of cocaine, five hundred each trip.” George 
Morales, his boss, “gave me a rundown on what was going 
on, that he was working with the contras and it was 
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sanctioned by the CIA... and it went all the way from 
George Bush down.” (On January 13, 1989—the same day 
the four most serious of the sixteen charges against Oliver 
North were dropped—the Costa Rican government 
arrested John Hull for spying for the US, as well as 
engaging in gun and drug running.) 

The notion that a government would import hard drugs 
into its own country for the purpose of “fighting 
communism” abroad may seem, on its face, absurd and 
idiotic, But upon closer examination there appears a 
sophisticated method of counter-insurgency that is 
extremely effective—not only in “third world” countries, 
but domestically in the United States as well. The effect of 
drugs such as cocaine and heroin on urban working-class 
communities is much the same as wars in underdeveloped 
countries, Indeed the infusion of drugs into poor Black 
and Latino neighborhoods can be viewed as a form of 
chemical warfare. Just as the contra war in Central 
America is primarily a war against Nicaraguan youth, drug 
warfare in North American cities is a profitable way to 
debilitate and criminalize the most vital, young, and 
potentially revolutionary element of society. 

‘The growing epidemic of crack in US inner-cities and 
the violent behavior associated with the drug has 
precipitated a call for more police in the affected 
communities. A special death penalty for pushers and cop 
killers has been called for by New York Mayor Ed Koch. 

Recently, Larry Davis (a.k.a. Adam Abdul Hakim), a 
twenty-two-year-old Bronx youth and confessed crack 
dealer, was found not guilty in the attempted murder of 
nine police officers. His lawyers, Lynne Stewart and 
William Kunstler, had uncovered evidence that Davis was 
the victim of a larger operation to actively recruit ghetto 
teenagers as front men for rogue police officers in a 
lucrative coéaine and prostitution ring. Davis claims to 
have been recruited by cops to be a street-level pusher 
when he was fifteen years old. He would sell crack in his 
community with impunity, courtesy of the police, who 


even supplied him with a shotgun. Not only did these cops 
make enormous profits selling cocaine they had 
confiscated in other busts, they always had a list of 
“permanent suspects, "such as Davis, as liability 
insurance, who were seen as being expendable. 

Larry Davis happens to be an intelligent young man 
who felt there was more to life than pushing drugs on a 
street corner. He was interested in producing music, and 
with a record out on his own label, was just beginning to 
make asplash in New York's rap recording scene. He quit 
the cocaine ring after feeling he had been cheated out of 
his share of the profits. This made the police very uneasy. 
They were worried that Davis knew too much, and if he 
were no longer dependent on crack sales for a living, he 


might eventually expose their money-making operation. 

During the trial, defense attorney Kunstler asserted that 
on the night of November 19th, 1986, an outlaw squadron 
of thirty-four cops surrounded the home of Davis' sister, 
where he was staying at the time. Without a search 
warrant or showing any badges, a dozen cops wearing 
bullet-proof vests burst in with sawed-off shotguns to 
assassinate him. A bullet was fired at Davis’ head. It 
missed. Davis then returned the fire, wounding six cops, 
and managed to escape uninjured. 

As a city-wide manhunt was called to track him down, 
Larry Davis became a local folk hero to many young 
people, who identified with him as a victim who had 
successfully defended himself and eluded police 
authorities for seventeen days. 

Living under maximum security for the past two years, 
fending off frequent attacks by prison guards, Larry Davis 
has been using his prison time to educate himself. He has. 
read The Autobiography of Malcolm X (who asa teenager 
had been a drug pusher and pimp) and more recently the 
autobiography of Assata Shakur (another revolutionary 
who, after being framed, escaped from prison and now 
lives in Cuba with her daughter). 

When a young black man defends himself from brutal 
police attacks, he is labeled a dangerous criminal by the 
state and presented as a bloodthirsty maniac by the 
media. Similarly, when a poor nation such as Nicaragua 
defends itself from brutal attacks, it is labelled “terrorist 
by the US government. 

Drug running by the contras in Central America is felt 
directly by North American city dwellers as a plague of 
chemicals, poverty, and police. Taking matters into their 
own han tivists in New York City organized the Black 
Men's Movement Against Crack, which encourages 
ordinary citizens to patrol their own neighborhoods, 
confront pushers, and close down crack houses. This 
movement has met with some success, and people have 
begun to realize the true nature of drug warfare, the 
reactionary agenda of the “War on Drugs,” and its 
insidious mission to poison, police, and control masses of 
poor people. A new consciousness is growing as 
knowledge of past colonial and modern imperialist 
triangles emerge with growing clarity. @

From bottom up, her

If one uses high-grade marijuana 
‘such as sinsemilla, manicured buds, 
or fine-screen shake in moderation, 
lung damage is not likely, as only 
‘small amounts are needed to obtain a 
high. If you have access to high-grade 
smoke, this article may not be useful, 
especially if you use a water pipe. 
However, if you decide to grow your 
own in the woods, the quality may 
not be as good. Extracting this 
essential oil from cannabis will 
concentrate mediocre-grade 
marijuana into a powerful liquid. 
Several irritating and smelly 
ingredients are removed from this 
hashish or THC oil. It also takes up 
much less space, which may be 
important if secrecy is necessary. 

This article suggests a method for 
decreasing lung damage by inhaling 
the essential oil of cannabis after 
vaporizing it. Vaporization means the 
boiling off of the THC oil, using heat, 
but not fire. The intense heat of fire 
promotes many chemical reactions 
with oxygen, which destroys some of 
the THC and creates new chemical 
substances. Some of these fire- 
created chemicals may be hazardous. 
By vaporizing the essential oil, some 
danger is avoided, that of inhaling tar, 
burnt cellulose, carbon monoxide 
and combustion products into the 
lungs. Although the process of 
vaporization does still produce heat, 
the vaporized oil is at the boiling 
temperature for the oil rather than at 
the much higher temperature of 
flame. 


Method A: using 
aluminum foil, can- 
dle, and a tube 


‘An easy way to vaporize THC oil is 
by placing a drop on a piece of 
aluminum foil, heating this over a 
candle, and inhaling the vaporized oil 
through a tube such asa straw. A 
tube that works especially well is 
from a clear plastic Bic pen. The tube 
is an improvement over the nose in 
getting over the rising air full of the 
vapor, which rapidly condenses into 
tiny droplets of oil. The tube also 
helps to control the temperature of 
the vaporized oil before it enters 
your lungs, by catching it an inch or 
so above the foil after it has cooled 
some. Hold your tongue near the 
mouth end of the tube, as a way to 
further cool the vaporized oil. Your 
tongue should be protected against 
the heat by wetting it often with 
saliva. 


Method B: using a 
high intensity light, 


dimmer, and tube 

The materials for this electrical oil 
vaporizer are easy to obtain, and not 
difficult to make. The most 
expensive item isa light-dimmer 
which includes a power outlet, If you 
are handy, you can easily construct a 
box to include a dimmer and an 
outlet at a cost of around $8. The 
type of dimmer that pushes on or off, 
and rotates for power level is the 
best, for you can keep the best power 
‘setting ready to go. The second major 
item is a small high-intensity reading 
light, which was recently found on 
sale for $8 at a local department 
store. It features a 12 volt 
incandescent bulb. Hidden in the 
base of high-intensity lights is a 
transformer that converts 120 volt 
house current to a safe 12 volts. A 12 
volt bulb is not only safer, but also 
has a compact filament ideal for the 
purpose. The only other items would 
be a toothpick or wooden cuticle 
stick for applying oil, and the pen 
tube mentioned above. 

‘To use an electric vaporizer, a 12 
‘volt auto bulb (#1156) is broken in 
such a way that the filament remains 
intact. A safe way to do this is to 
‘wrap the bulb in a kleenex, and then 
hit the bulb sharply with pliers so 
that it breaks. Some remaining pieces 
of glass will have to be removed with 
pliers, Orient the light shade 
‘sideways to catch excess drips of oil. 
‘The THC oil is then dabbed onto the 
filament, and the filament is heated 
just enough to vaporize the oil, but 
not enough to glow. Be prepared to 
dab oil on a glowing part, in order to 
protect the filament from air and 
make it last longer. The rising vapor 
is sucked in through the tube. Slow 
deep breaths will maximize 
efficiency. Turn off the heat before 
your lungs fill, to avoid wasting oil. It 
is convenient to use a glass syringe to 
hold a supply of oil. At first the 
filament cannot hold much oil, but 
after some time a dark crust forms, 
which helps hold oil. This crusty. 
stuff has a higher vaporizing 
temperature than the desired THO, 
and is worth keeping out of the 
lungs. After many uses, the filament 
is surrounded by a thick ball that is 
able to hold a full drop of oil. Even 
‘with care, a filament will eventually 
burn out after a few months of use. 
But until then, one lungful is enough 
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for an enjoyable high. 


Method C: The Com- 
pact “High Tech” 
Vaporizer 


‘To make a more sophisticated 
vaporizer, all the necessary parts are 
readily available and can be put into 
one small box. The following list is 
for the oil vaporizer illustrated here, 
but you can of course be inventive 
regarding design and material. The 
first three parts may be purchased at 
Radio Shack: 

(1) anexperimenter’s box 794” 

Lx 4%" W x 294" D, black plastic 
case with an aluminum top, cat. no. 
270-232 $2.99; 

2) a push on/off rotary dimmer, cat. 
no. 61-2699A $6.95; 

3) a small power transformer 120 
VAC to 12 VAC 450 mA, cat. no. 273- 
1365 $3.99. 

Items that can be purchased at an 
automotive supply store such as 
Track Auto include: 

(4) an auto turn signal/back-up 
light bulb #1156, two for $2.84; 

(5) asimple single-filament bulb 
socket, such as for a Ford/Chrysler 
"71-76 cars, which costs $1.99. 

The remaining supplies include: 

6) a standard 2-wire electrical 
power cord; 

(D anelectrical “nipple” for use in 
a lighting canopy kit, which is a%" 
o.d. tube threaded on the outside, 
and two matching nuts; 

(8) two feet of rubber or plastic 
tubing and; 

(9) a drinking glass, or to be fancy 
a3" glass display dome. The total 
cost is under $25. Tools needed 
include an electric drill and various 
bits; several electrical connectors of 
the twist type; needle-nose pliers; 
small nut and bolt pairs; and a 
screwdriver. 

‘To build the vaporizer, first remove 
the plastic rotor from the light 
dimmer, determine the size hole 
necessary for its shaft, and measure 
the location for the hole on the metal 
lid of the box. Drill that hole, insert 
the light dimmer, and use a pencil to 
mark the location for the small nuts 
and bolts which will hold the dimmer 
in place. Then place the transformer 
close to the dimmer and drill holes 
for its bolts. The light socket needs a 
hole that is tight, so you may need to 
use a file to finish its hole. The design 
illustrated uses an '/16" hole. Near

SPIDER MITES 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave some plants and there are 
these tiny creatures building webs and 
climbing all over. What insect is this and 
how can | get rid of it? 

—Chef Pot

Your plants are infested with spider 
mites. These arachnids (related to 
spiders—they have eight legs) suck 
the vital juices out of the plants. This 
weakens the plant and lowers the 
yield considerably. 

The fastest way to get rid of most of 
them is to wash them off in tepid 
water. Adda little detergent, about a 
Ya teaspoon of dishwashing liquid in 
a gallon water if you are using a 
basin. A faucet will work too. Of

and as many mites as possible with 
your work, or rubber, gloved hands. To 
knock down the remaining population 
spray them with a pyrethrum spray or 
use a pyrethrum based fogger-bomb. 
Pyrethrum is a natural insecticide 
harmless to all warm-blooded 
animals such as birds and mammals. 
It Is deadly to insects, arachnids and 
fish. Pyrethrum does not kill the mite 
eggs, so it should be used three or 
four times in a two-week period. 

This miticide is not completely 
effective. Some mites will survive and 
their progeny will evolve more 
resistance. The best way of 
controlling mites is by using mite 
predators. These are also mites, but 
they feed on their cousins, sucking 
out their juices. Once established, 
predator mites do not eliminate the 
plant-eaters entirely, but keep the 
population under complete control, 
so that they do little damage to the 
plants. By maintaining a small

that works well is to push a” 
rubber tube over a threaded 
electrical nipple, which goes through 
the hole and is held in place with 
nuts above and below the metal 
plate. A hole is also drilled in the 
plastic case for the power cord and a 
larger hole for the suction tube. 
Connect the wiring as shown, with 
the house current going to the 
transformer inputs, after the hot line 
also goes through the light dimmer. 
One line from the 12 volt transformer 
output goes to the lead from the light 
socket, and the other is wrapped 
around one of the bolts in order to 
use the metal top of the box as the 
return circuit. Tighten the bolts and 
screws, and it is ready to go except 
for the bulb. Prepare the 12 volt bulb 
the same way as with method B, but 
because the bulb will now be aimed 
vertically, a little epoxy glue, nearly 
filling the base, will make it easier to 
retrieve oil that will drip. Do not 
accidentally glue the bulb to the 
socket. 

While the bulb is being 
conditioned, the high-tech vaporizer 
is used the same way as the high 
intensity light model, but after the 
filament can hold enough oil, an 
overturned glass can hold the 
vaporized oil until thick enough to 
inhale in a short breath. 


How To Extract 
THC Oil 


Extracting THC oil is not difficult. 
It does require a concern about 
safety, as all the solvents listed are 
flammable. The steps necessary to 
obtain “hashish oil” or the essential 
oil of cannabis, may be found in two 
informative books.

leaching the THC-containing oil from 
marijuana in a manner similar to 
percolating coffee. However, instead 
of water, the solvent is denatured 
alcohol, which is evaporated prior to 
consumption. Denatured alcohol is a 
common solvent and fuel found in 
most hardware stores. It is 95% ethyl 
and 5% methyl alcohol. Other 
alcohols can be used, but thi 
cheapest and most commonly 
available. 

The extraction can be done safely 
in a pressure cooker, over an electric 
heating element. Keep the heat very 
low as alcohol boils much more 
easily than water. No fire or sparks 
can be tolerated, and there must be 
good ventilation. Have a fire 
extinguisher handy, water will not 
extinguish an alcohol fire. The first 
step involves powdering your 
marijuana and placing it in a pressure 
cooker and covering it with 
denatured alcohol. Boil it for one 
hour, drain and save the alcohol, and 
boil the marijuana one more hour 
with fresh alcohol. The leached 
marijuana is thrown out, and the 
alcohol is boiled off to leave the first 
stage oil, which is green. I suggest 
saving the alcohol for further use by 
running the alcohol steam through a 
condensing coil leading down to 
another pressure cooker, which is 
kept cold in an ice bucket. When the 
alcohol is nearly gone from the oil, 
finish the removal in a Pyrex double 
boiler. The top pot contains the oil, 
and fits into the lower pot which 
contains water. The boiling water 
prevents the oil from getting too hot, 
but is still hotter than the boiling 
point of the remaining alcohol. The 
green THC oil from this alcohol 
extraction can be vaporized and 
inhaled at this time, or it can be 
isomerized and further purified if 
desired. 

The oil contains THC and also 
similar but less desirable molecules 
called cannabidiol and cannabinol. 
Isomerization changes cannabidiol 
into tetrahydrocannabinol (THC), 
and the THC to the most active 
isomer, delta-9-THC. To isomerize 
our oil, first weigh it, then dissolve it 
in 10 times its weight of denatured 
alcohol. Add one drop of strong 
sulphuric acid (auto battery acid) for 
each gram of oil. Wear goggles and 
gloves as concentrated sulphuric

Nearly all of us today haye in 
ourselves somewhere that dark place 
of ambivalence where all our ideas 
and emotions come together and 
simultaneously fall apart. Walter 
Robinson’s art oceupies such a point 
ofno return, that yery hopeless 
place where desire and denial 
contradict but do not nullify each 
other. In his wildly disorienting 
career as a painter of sublimely bad 
art, Robinson has earned 
questionable status as an idiot-savant 
and not-to-be-trusted troublemaker, 
for his various affronts to good taste 
and prevailing fine art standards. A 
purveyor of the most despicable in 
kitsch, artey-fartsy crafts, he has 
reached the apex of our cultural 
nadir in this post-mortem age of 
devalued aesthetic currency and 
meaning. 

Beginning nearly a decade ago 
with titilating sexpressionist re- 
creations of sleazy ’50s paperback 
hook covers, Robinson started 
digging away at the sore, soft middle- 
ground where the overtly sarcastic 
and insincere romantic myths are as 
well undeniably sentimental and 
tender. Able to find the runny 
uncooked middle in our hardboiled 
fictions, somehow this horribly 
academic pursuer of the post-velvet 
painting school of motel art had the 
rake’s sinfully irresistible touch as it 
stroked the coveted loins of vulgar 
appeal where decency does not 
trespass. 

Disenchanted with the growing 


popularity of his absurd erotic art, 
Robinson has subsequently found 
new atrocities of sincere lies that 
have remained solidly ahead of 
public perception regarding 
acceptable pop appropriation. 
Witness here an example from his 
career-sabotaging “Pussy” series, in 
which he produced a major show of 
gigantic, greeting card-eute kitten 
paintings no one could ever live with; 
or his spin art, in which he recovered 
this lost county-fair tradition of 
sardonic yet sensual fabrication of 
self-expressionist gesture in which 
the artist’s hand is in fact all but 
entirely absent. Robinson makes us 
aware of what dwells within the 
empty; that the nostalgia of the past 
is an emotion of the present tense, 
that the yehement rejection of 
cultural lies is an acknowledgement 
of their undying power, and that the 
abhorrence of debased artifacts is 
symptomatic of a deep-rooted 
fascination/attraction. 

High Art scholars among the 
readership may recall that a 
Robinson spin art painting appeared 
in my first article for this illuminated 
periodical (“Recalling Psychedel 
Another Generation Wasted”, At 
°86). Coincidentally, owners of this 
long ago sold out issue can see my 
ugly mug on the cover, and be among 
the few (along with the DEA 
few others who’ye tasted my piss) to 
know for sure what a pathetic 
basketease acid-casualty I really am. @

The Bright Side 
of the Light

Thave always been a free spirit, ant 
authoritarian and rebellious. Since age 
ting high has been my ultimate 
y “getting high,” I don’t mean 
drunk or wired, I mean high the way Jah 
intended—smoking the sacred ganja 
herb. I figured: the most precious 
of all things—why waste it by engaging

natural for me to become a nickel-bag pot

d my junior year at Tilden High. 
Attending school is conducive to the 
retail pot business, but due to the amount 


would probably attract heat. So, 

when I dropped out of high 
school, I moved up a notch to the semi- 
wholesale level. Fewer customers, le 
heat. 

Although top dog at Tilden in retail, I 
found myself at the bottom of the totem- 
pole when it c olesale. I 
made enough money to live comfortably, 
but yearned for more. I was faced with a 

imilar to the one faced by a 

ant managers who all vie for 

a single managerial position. Unless one 
knew a smuggler personally, one could 
not be a wholesaler, And meeting a 
smuggler is not an easy task in the 
underground. The only option open for 
me was to become a smuggler. 

At the Woodstock Festival I viewed the 
masses and perceived that the big money 
of the coming decade would fall into the 


hands of those shrewd entrepreneurs 
possessing the sufficient stamina, 
fortitudi and ingenuity to 
brave the hazards encountered in 
importing drugs from Third World ODEC 
(Organization of Dope-Exporting 
Countries) nations. A staunch believer in 
faire capitalism, I expanded my 
10 Jamaica in 1972 when I was a 

mere youth 

About this time, a new form of 
cannabis extract hit New York. All 
knew about it initially was that it was 
alled Number One, it looked sort of li 
opium, it was produced in Jamaica and it 
got you loaded on a single toke. It 
retailed for $350 an ounce 

On moral grounds, I wouldn’t sell 
anything I didn’t use. Therefore, I knew 
my smuggling must be confined to some 
sort of cannabis derivative. Since the 
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most expensive of the derivatives was 
either hash oil or Number One, there 
were two basic choices. I had a friend 
who was an organic chemist, so I gave 
her Number One to analyze. She 
proceeded not only to figure out how to 
make it, but also how to smuggle it. 
Although she wouldn’t reveal her 
methods, I agreed to finance her on an 
excursion to Jamaica. I put up a 
thousand dollars, and a week later 
Barbara was back in New York with a half 
pound of the gooey substance. After 
expenses, we made about $450 apiece; 
not a staggering sum, but sufficient to 
illustrate the feasibility of the concept. 

Never one to allow opportunity to 
elude my grasp, I proposed that Barbara 
disclose to me the scam, in exchange for 
my funding a return attempt. She readily 
agreed and we flew to Kingston in March 
of 1972. 

Gazing out of the window as the plane 
circled Kingston, I observed the 
countryside—a fine, flawless emerald 
glimmering verdantly under the torrid 
high-noon sun. 

As the flight attendant opened the exit 
doors, hot, moist air rushed in. The high 
temperature and humidity carried with it 
the scent of marijuana which permeated 
the island. Either Jamaica smelled like a 
ton of Jamaican weed, or a ton of 
Jamaican weed smelled like Jamaica—a 
damp, sweet smell suggesting 
decomposing tropical vegetation. 

‘The first thing I noted about Jamaica 


was the informal nature of its customs 
and immigration. One didn’t need a 
passport for entry, a real or phony driver's 
license was sufficient. Thus, frequent 
travel between Jamaica and the United 
States would bear no official record in the 
form of a passport stamp. Visas posed no 
problem either; an American could stay 
as long as he wished, and come and go as 
he pleased. 

Renting a Ford Escort we headed out 
of Kingston, driving through the 
notorious shantytown slums. 
Overwhelming poverty existed 
throughout this city within a city. The 
many square miles of squalid hovels had 
been Bob Marley's stomping grounds, 
where reggae was spawned. Loud, tinny 
speakers blared the music from hundreds 
of tiny record shops as we passed vendors 
selling sno-cones from ancient wooden 
carts. 

The slum areas were predominant, 
contrasting vividly with the few luxurious 
villas of the small upper class. Poverty 
was what was happening. Shacks by the 
thousands were constructed of flotsam 
and jetsam, scraps of tin, wood, 
cardboard and palm-fronds. Pigs, 
chickens, goats, and children roamed 
aimlessly, scouring the garbage dumps 
for sustenance. 

Driving across a bridge on the 
outskirts of town, I saw a fat old woman 
toting a hand-woven straw basket full of 
dirty laundry atop her head. As she 
dumped her clothes in the river, a naked 
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child pissed several feet upstream, 
contaminating her laundry, but causing 
her no discernable concern. 

Like many Third Worlders, Jamaicans 
drive with reckless abandon, 
disregarding the safety of themselves or 
others. This is partly explained by the 
fact that well over half the adult male 
population is addicted to cheap Appleton 
Rum. Drunken drivers whizzed past our 
car, zigzagged in between other cars, 
then boldly shot off into the oncoming 
lane, face-to-face with other cars in a 
game of chicken. It was nerve-wrenching 
to view two audacious drivers speeding 
toward one another, each determined to 
maintain the right of way. Hopefully the 
meeker, or perhaps the more sensible, of 
the two would avert disaster by careening 
at the last possible moment to the side of 
the road, allowing passage to the victor. 
It could get messy if a hapless pig or 
pedestrian happened to be in the wrong 
place at the wrong time in this potentially 
deadly game. 

We arrived that night in Negril, at the 
time center of the backpack hippy 
culture. I spent my first night in the 
tropics under a frond canopy, in a 
hammock at a down home hotel that 
sported a large painting of a buccaneer 
out front. I sipped my first taste of 
Jamaica's own Red Stripe Beer, served 
warm in traditional Caribbean fashion— 
a taste reminiscent of pisswater. Making 
acquaintance with some of the other 
guests, I was amazed to hear talk of tons 
of weed at only a few dollars a pound. 
Here, a couple of pounds was like a few 
joints back home. The thought of such 
cheap, plentiful weed was exhilarating. 

‘The following day we hooked up with 
Barbara’s newly-found weed connection 
and drove around to the other side of the 
island near St. Anne’s Parish, the major 
growing region of the island. 

Willy, Barbara’s 22-year-old weed 
connection, took us up into the 
mountains far above St. Anne’s to the so- 
called “Cockpit Country,” where grows 
Jamaica’s famous “Lamb's Bread Cali 
Herb.” His relatives controlled a 50-acre 
plantation, and when we arrived planting 
was just getting underway. Prices were 
high at that time of year. We settled with 
the farmer for a thousand pounds at 
$14.50 US per pound. This included 
Will's profit. 

Next we drove down the coast towards 
Port Maria, where we rented a deluxe 
villa, including cook and maid, for $150 
US per week. With the bright blue 
Caribbean Sea not more than a stone’s 
throw from our lush back yard, it was 
easy to think we found paradise. 

The weed arrived the next night on 


back of a flatbed truck, a thousand 
pounds, pungent and potent, all bud. 

‘To extract oil from weed was simple 
but dangerous. We sent a truck to 
Kingston to purchase five 55-gallon 
drums of acetone from a local gas station. 
Outdoors, far from the house, we popped 
off the top of a barrel and plunged in a 
50-pound sack of herb, burlap bag and 
all. It soaked for 15 minutes, then was 
removed and the process repeated several 
times with a total of two or three hundred 
pounds of weed per barrel. The acetone 
quickly and effectively removed just 
about everything from the marijuana 
except cellulose fibres. The resin-laden 
acetone was then placed in a washtub 
and placed under an electric fan for 
evaporation. Once the acetone 
evaporated, usually 12 hours per 
thousand pounds of weed, all that 
remained was water and big globs of 
gooey oil. This mixture was poured in a 
cylindrical container, mixed with a few 
tablespoons of salt, and placed overnight 
ina refrigerator. The oil would then sink 
to the bottom and the water was merely 
poured off. Other methods existed, using 
other solvents, but ours was safer 
because, unlike the other methods, no 
heat was necessary to evaporate the 
solvent. A single spark could blow up an 
entire house. 


Not only did we have to worry about 
fires and explosions, we also had to 
contend with the peculiarities of the 
suspicious Jamaicans, who traditionally 
respect neither privacy nor private 
property. Gossip is the prime pastime for 
a people endowed with little more than 
the mountains and sea for amusement. 
White persons were conspicuous targets 
for this gossip, and anything out of the 
ordinary was cause for local. 
‘investigation. Any hour of the day or 
night could reveal a spy in the bushes 
surrounding the villas of “rich” 
‘Americans. (All Jamaican people know 
that all American people are rich. If they 
were not rich, how could they afford 
vacations to Jamaica?) Upon gleaning 
any exciting information, a broadcast 
would then be made via jungle 
grapevine, informing the entire coastline 
of the latest developments within mere 
hours. Unfortunately, this grapevine is 
hooked up to police headquarters by 
means of secret paid informants. 

‘A relatively minor problem arose when 
we had to dispose of several tons of 
discarded weed, which had to be burned 
as a matter of both practicality and 
expediency. These late night bonfires 
were something else for me, as I have 
always enjoyed large volumes of 
marijuana smoke. 
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Completing the extraction, the sticky 
oil had to be mixed with ¥ that amount 
of dry, pulverized female bud, a process 
requiring many arduous hours of 
kneading. And that was it. Next step: 
smuggling, a procedure beset with 
pitfalls. 

The Number One was placed in 
baggies and taped around the waists of 
young female friends, numbering 
thirteen in all. We preferred utilizing 
women as “mules” rather than men 
because US Customs at that time was far 
less likely to stop and search a prim and 
properly innocent, nubile lady than a 
man. 

Once packed and dressed, the load of 
Number One was practically 
indiscernible. It could not be seen or felt 
by a pat search, due to the fact that we 
used lots of tape and ace bandages to 
simulate feminine proportions. We paid 
our mules $1,500 per run, plus they got 
to smoke all the Afghani hash they 
wanted, eat plenty of gourmet food, and 
buy lots of clothes. All in all, it was a 
nerve-wracking experience from the time 
we arrived in Jamaica until the last mule 
snuck past US Customs at either 
Kennedy or La Guardia. 

I made my second foray into Jamaica 
alone, in June of ‘72. Rather than drive 
by myself all the way around the island to 
find Willy, Sandra’s connection, I 
decided I would find someone else who 
was closer to the action and who could 
also deliver at a cheaper price. So I 
pulled off the highway across from the 
Playboy Club near Ocho Rios at a small, 
frond-roofed curio shop where I was 
greeted by the proprietor, Thirty 
Schillings, a cantankerous little old man. 
When he smiled he looked like a jack 
o’lantern because well over half his front 
teeth were missing. 

“You got dee good herb?” I asked. 

He smiled a broad grin when I 
mentioned a possible herbal sale. 

“Yes mon, I got dee good Cali herb” he 
replied. 

“What is dee damage for one pound?” 
I queried. 

“I tink dem need 20 dollar US for dee 
herb,” he said, implying the price was 
beyond his control. 

“I tink dem wicked and I tink you too 
damn tief!” I parried, adding “I tink dem 
Rastafari in dee country dem not so 
wicked about dem damage for dee herb. I 
tink I go a mountain, to dee Cockpit 
Country for dem herb mon.” 

Thirty smiled. 

“I can sce you are from New Yark” he 
said, accenting the erroneous “a” sound. 
“I can gib you dee herb for 16 dollar US 
per pound.” As he spoke he reached up 


to an overhanging tree limb and pulled 
out a hidden bag containing about a 
pound of sweet, resinous, seeded herb. 
(It was good, but I must say that in my 
years on the island, I never smoked weed 
‘as good as Thai or Hawaiian.) 

After seeing that the weed was for all 
intents and purposes identical to the 
weed we had copped from Willy, agreed 
on the price and paid him his money. 

‘Thirty was very happy and set to work 
building a spleef, using hard-o bread 
wrapping paper to hold a thumb-sized 
mixture of seeds, stems, and weed. 
Jamaicans believe the herb to be sacred, 
and therefore do not waste any part of the 
bud. We got “airated mon” under the 
jungle canopy, hidden from view of the 
highway by the idyllic verdure of the 
jungle surrounding us. 

As we smoked, | explained how I 
wanted to do big business, and described 
the nature of both my work and its 
requirements. Thirty, like most 
Jamaicans, dreamed of hitting it big in 
the herbalist business. Now his ship 
seemed to be coming in. 

“Yes mon, con do,” he said, laughing 
and toking. 

We agreed on a price of $12 USa 
pound, per ton, a discount of $2.50 
under Willy's price. 

Tleft and got a room at the Chela Bay 
Hotel, returning the next morning to meet 
Thirty. I rented a house which overlooked 
both Thirty’s curio shop and the Playboy 
Club. Situated on a cliff, the house and 
yard were obscured by lush vegetation. 
Mr. Mac was the landlord and a friend of 
Thirty’s as well. He showed us a hidden 
shack which we could also use, equipped 
with electricity, situated several hundred 
yards away from the house through the 
jungle. This shack would be ideal for the 
‘extraction process as it was totally 
inconspicuous and could not be seen 
from the house. Although I paid scant 
attention to it at the time, Mr. Mac was 
rip-roaring drunk when I met him. 
Possibly I should have considered that. 

Lused the house successfully several 
times in the next few months, producing 
well over 300 pounds of Number One, 
then commanding $2,250 US per pound 
wholesale. My mules were flying through 
Customs in New York as if it were legal. 
Everyone was getting rich. As time went 
by, streamlined the process from 
beginning to end so that I could convert 
two tons of weed into 40 pounds of oil in 
24 hours. Things were running smoothly 
well into 1973. 

However, most Jamaicans were not 
prospering as we were. The vast majority 
were illiterate and unemployed, 
perpetually poverty-ridden. Those who 


wished to work in the above-ground 
economy could expect, if lucky, a career 
of arduous labor paying $5 per day as. 
field worker, servant, waiter, or in some 
other menial occupation. The herbalist 
business was the one and only way for 
these people to throw off the chains of 
their oppression. 

Unfortunately, the turbulent political 
climate created by the US State 
Department and Drug Enforcement 
Administration to destabilize Michael 
Manley’s Socialist Labor Party precluded 
such an expedient solution to the 
problem. When I returned to Jamaic 
late 1973, the trend was towards more 
roadblocks, arrests of herbalists, 
informants, fear and paranoia, and 
extended prison sentences for those who 
cultivated and exported the burning 
bush. 

Arriving that evening at the curio 
shop, I told Thirty I wanted to do a really 
big scam this time. I would need 10 tons 
of herb, and I wanted to meet his 
connection because the deal would be too 
big for him to do without my fronting him 
the money. I didn’t trust Thirty with that 
much cash. I gave him the money for the 
truck rental and acetone and arranged to 
meet him the following night when he was 
to return with the solvent. 

‘The next midnight the dumptruck 
arrived with the acetone and Thirty 
introduced me to his rum-drinking 
herbalist friend, Reds. Reds was very 
drunk, but his mind was clear enough to 
maintain priorities: 

“You like to buy dee herb?” he asked, 
handing me a 50-pound burlap sack of 
buds. 

“How much you want to sell dis herb?” 
Tasked. 

“I must hab $11 by dee pound for 
20,000 pounds,” he said. 

“No, mon, too much moneys for too 
many dem herb,” I said. “I can only gib 
you $6 by dee poun.” 

“Well I must hab $9 by dee poun,” he 
said. 

“No, mon, you too dam tief! I gib you 
$7" 

“Looky here, mon. You too damn tief! I 
gib to you for $8 by dee poun.” 

Taccepted Reds’ offer and further 
agreed to give Thirty a thousand dollars 
for his efforts. 

The following night, in the wee hours, 
Reds and I set off for the mountains, high 
above St. Anne's Parish. 

Avoiding police roadblocks, we took 
rutted, rarely used backroads where the 
local peop! 
white man. These roads were more suited 
to a four-wheeler than our Escort. 

Reds was a pro, having been raised on 
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the very plantation to which we were now 
heading. He knew these forgotten roads 
like the back of his hand, and also knew 
the secret locations used by police for 
surprise roadblocks. 

We averaged only 15 mph, so it took a 
long time to travel the 20 miles into the 
hills above St. Anne’s Parrish to the 
Cockpit Country. 

When we finally arrived at a small 
cluster of wooden shacks, our headlights 
torched the upper branches of a large 
tree from which descended a flock of 
angry chickens, disturbed from their 
roost. Soon the night was alive with the 
sounds of all the other barnyard 
denizens. 

Reds introduced me to his uncle, an 
old man with a huge spleef hanging from 
his mouth and a green “Johnny-you're- 
too-bad”-style velvet cap perched atop 
his head. He led the way to a huge barn, 
stuffed to the rafters with the year’s pot 
harvest, easily a hundred tons or more. A 
youth of 17 slept in the comer of the barn 
atop a ton of weed. Reds claimed the 
herbal mattress made for a sounder 
sleep. The youth was in a deep slumber, 
barely stirring at our arrival. 

I made a down payment on the weed, 
then we loaded about 500 pounds into 
the stationwagon and on its roof. We 
would send a truck up the next night for 
the remainder. 

It seemed to take forever to get back 
down the mountain. Thoroughly 
exhausted when we finally made it back 
to the house, I crashed out for a well- 
deserved sleep. 

I was disturbed at dawn by sounds of 
men outside. It was the heat. complete 
with a flatbed truck upon which they had 
already loaded our acetone and weed. 

ater learned that Mr. Mac’s drunken 
mouth had been our undoing. 

The police were a combination of 
Amos ‘n’ Andy and the Keystone Kops. 
Their glorious leader, resplendent in an 
officer's uniform, sported more 
decorations pinned to his chest than a 
banana republic generalissimo. He 
declined my offer of a bribe, stating that 
he not only had to think of his career, but 
his boss had already been apprised of the 
situation, thus precluding any 
interference on his part, at least for the 
time being. 

‘The bust degenerated into an 
Untouchables rerun. 

“A multi-million dollar operation,” 
insisted the second-in-command 
inspector. 

“Yes” concurred the Captain,

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BIRTH CONTROL 
AND POT 


Dear Ed, 

Does marijuana have any effect on 
birth control? It says in the birth control 
pamphlet that if you are smoking 
cigarettes you should stop because it 
increases the risk of adverse effects on 
the heart and blood vessels. How about 
eating marijuana?

The United States government does 
not allow any marijuana research on 
fertile human females. Virtually all of 
the research regarding marijuana use 
has been conducted with mi 
subjects. Thus, there is no hard and 
fast information on this subject. 

Most of the damage caused by 
cigarette smoke has been traced to 
the tars and resins contained in the 
tobacco. On a per weight basis, 
marijuana contains more tars than 
tobacco. Thus it would seem that 
smoking marijuana could increase 
‘one’s chance of developing heart or 
cancer problems. Marijuana probably 
has some of the same synergistic 
effects that the combined use of 
tobacco and birth control pills have 
regarding the development of 
pulmonary disease and cancer. 

THC, the active ingredient in 
marijuana, is oil-alcohol soluble, but 
will not dissolve in cold or cool water. 
Most of the tars and resins contained 
in marijuana, which do not get you 
high, are water soluble. Smoking 
through a good water pipe, in which 
the air bubbles are finely dispersed 
through a quantity of water, allows the 
resins to dissolve in the water, 
eliminating them from the remaining 
smoke. A bit of the filtered smoke, 
which contains a higher percentage 
of the THC, will stick to the sides of 
the pipe, but the loss is not high. 

There has been virtually no 
research done on the effects 
ingesting marijuana has on health or 
fertility. 

For more than 20 years there has 
been an in-vivo experiment in the 
United States regarding marijuana. 
Millions of people smoke it regularly. 
It it were detrimental to the 
population’s health we would see it 
statistically as we do for tobacco, 
alcohol and cocaine. But medical 
statistics do not indicate that 
marijuana has been linked with health 
problems.

For six months I left the 
30 plants there, growing them for the fun 
of it.

CLUB SODA AND

Dear Ed, 

Can club soda, which is CO, in H,O, 
be used in place of the regular CO, 
systems to enrich plants with CO,?

No. Club soda contains added table 
salt. Instead, seltzer water, which is 
carbonated water without salt added, 
can be used to CO, enrich the plants. 
This technique is most efficient with 
‘small plants. 

Ifthe seltzer is home-made in a 
soda maker with a CO, cartridge, it 
could be mixed with dilute fertilizer. 
The plants are able to absorb the 
nutrients through the leaves. This 
gives the plants a super-boost. 


POLLINATE TO 
HARVEST? 


Dear Ed, 

Could one pollinate sensimilla plants 
on purpose a few days prior to harvest to 
increase yield and bouquet?

Not a bad idea. Pollinating the plants 
would force the flowers to ripen up. 
Weight would increase a bit and the 
potency and flavor might be 
enhanced. Make sure to harvest 5-7 
days after pollination. If the crop were 
harvested later immature seeds will 
detract from the smoke.

MAGNESIUM 
DEFICIENCY 


Dear Ed, 

1am growing my second crop ina 
Quad using all kit-supplied components. 
The vegetative growth stage was 
astounding and exceeded my 
expectations. I changed from their 20-6- 
16 vegetative to the 10-30-18 flowering 
when I cut the lights back. After 6 days 
the plants reacted strangely. The largest 
leaves turned copper to brown between 
the veins, near the tips. It crept slowly up 
the plant, causing the leaves to curl up. 
‘Some of them dried and fell off. Newer 
leaves were not affected. 

| quickly flushed the system with fresh 
water and changed the nutrient mix to 
50-50 vegetative and flowering fertilizer. 
The pH remained at 6.6 during the whole 
ordeal. 

What caused this sudden reaction and 
how can | avoid it in the future?

Your plants exhibited symptoms of a 
magnesium (Mg) deficiency. The cure 
is easy, just add 1-2 teaspoons of 
epsom salts (MgSO4) per gallon of 
water. It can also be sprayed on the 
leaves at the same concentration. 
Heavily damaged leaves will not 
recover that much, but slightly 
affected leaves will. Epsom salts are 
available in any drugstore. 


CREEKY IRRIGATION 


Dear Ed, 

Last year | planted seedlings along a 
creek. The creek dried up and so did my 
plants. Can | insure the plants a constant 
water supply or should | find a different 
‘spot?

Itdepends when the creek dries up. 
Creeks which last most of the 
‘summer can be used for the earliest 
ripening plants. You may have noticed 
that some areas in the creek remained 
wet even after the waterflow stopped. 
Those areas might be able to support 
the plant's water needs through 
harvest. 


CHARCOAL TIP 
Dear Ed, 

I grow in a soil-less mix which consists 
of peat moss, vermiculite and perlite. | 
add one part horticultural charcoal to 8 
parts of the mix. | heard the charcoal 
acts as a buffer and helps keep the soil 
from going acidic. | have been using the 
mix with charcoal for a couple of years 
now and have never had a problem with 
pH. The plants grow great in it.

acid causes burns. Have bicarbonate 
of soda handy to neutralize spills. 
Boil this mixture for two hours, 
adding more alcohol as needed to 
replace the amount lost to 
evaporation. To reduce alcohol 
evaporation and the danger of fire, 
you may cover the pot with a large 
overturned metal lid, filled with ice. 
This cool surface will condense the 
evaporated alcohol, and allow it to 
drip back. 

Further purification is done by 
mixing the isomerized oil and 
alcohol mixture with an equal 
amount of water. Add one gram of 
sodium bicarbonate for each drop of 
sulphuric acid. Place this in a small- 
necked glass bottle. Add more water 
so the fluid level is near the bottle 
top, where it narrows. Then add a 
small amount of a non-polar solvent. 
Shake the bottle gently, and remove 
the solvent and THC oil layer by 
sucking it out with a baster or an 
eyedropper. The final step is to heat 
(electrically only) the result ina 
double boiler over water to remove 
the non-polar solvent. Suitable non- 
polar solvents include petroleum 
ether, ligroin, ethyl ether, benzene, 
xylene, toluene, chloroform, 
methylene chloride and carbon 
tetrachloride. All of these except the 
last three are highly flammable and 
lighter than water. Good ventilation 
is essential. It is also important when 
the solvent is nearly gone to adda 
drop or two of water and keep 
heating until the water has 
evaporated, to be sure that the lower 
boiling point solvent is totally 
evaporated. At this point you have a 
highly concentrated oil, with all 
toxins removed, which contains a 
high proportion of THC. For more 
detailed purification and 
isomerization procedures read the 
books. Dr. Lunglife says, “Safety

Woodstock with the groups that got 
money out of the Woodstock promoters 
for the counterculture. Were you 
involved in that? 

AH: I was the key leaner. This is all 
described in my book, Woodstock 
Nation, but yes, I was the one who went 
to the Woodstock promoters and said, 
“You're borrowing from street culture, 
there's a lot of street groups here and 
also we can help. We can help with 
crowd control. You're way off on your 
estimates. Far more people are coming 
than you expect, and we want some 
money.” 

But it was great fun being there, and it 
unfortunately can’t be repeated, but 
that's the way it is with the greatest 
cultural event of the century. You can 
only have one. I think that’s extremely 
important in understanding the ’60s. 
Although today, I can point to many 
groups and singers who are far more 
radical than any of the groups that 
played at Woodstock—U2 is radical, 
Michelle Shocked, Billy Bragg, Lou Reed, 
‘Tracy Chapman, most reggae music, 
there's tons of good political stuff out 
there—when we had our music in the 
"60s, we had to fight for it. We had to 
fight to hear rhythm and blues. We 
literally had to fight to get it into the park 
because all the institutions in America 
were out to repress it. So it lent itself to a 
general feeling of revolution and 
resistance and therefore became our 
music. 

So it isn’t how much protest is going 
on, and how much good activist or 
socially concerned music there is, it also 
has to be measured against what the 
background is. We made a big break 
from the 1950s and the witch hunts and 
the sexual repression of the period—the 
tremendous anti-liberation period we 
lived through—far more repressive than 
the 1970s or '80s. 

HT: The 1970s were pretty wide open, 
actually. 

‘AH: They were wide open, they were 
permissive, but there was not resistance 
and defiance. It was just permissive 
because people were a little shell- 
shocked with Watergate, the end of, 
Vietnam, the Arab trade embargo—they 
were just shell shocked. They were 
permissive but it wasn’t a resistant, 
insurrectionary period. No. That was the 
“60s. 

Hopefully we'll see it in the '90s. 1 
mean, you always got to hope. What the 
hellelse is there? @

NORTH COUNTRY 
FLOWERS? 


Dear Ed, 

Ilive in northern Maine on the 
Canadian border. The frost-free growing 
season runs from the last week in May to 
the third week in September. | have 
transplanted seedlings before and grown 
real bushy 6’-7’ plants. But they never 
have time to flower, let alone mature. 
—Cool Climate Grower 

Van Buren, ME 
At higher latitudes, the long days of 
summer are quickly followed by the 
rapidly shortening autumn. Most 
varieties of marijuana will not 
respond in time to this change In day 
length, so that the cold kills them just 
as they are beginning to flower. The 
plants could be shaded each day to 
Induce them to flower early in the 
season. Starting August first or even 
earlier, they should get no more than 
12 hours of light per day. Within 6-8 
weeks they will be ready for harvest. 

An easier solution would be to 
choose an earlier variety. Perhaps 
other growers in the area have 
adapted plants to the clime. Or you 
could develop your own using 
selective breeding techniques. Some 
varieties offered by the seed 
companies are advertised to flower 
early and ripen early enough to 
produce a crop at a high latitude. To 
name a few, most Durbans and 
Durban hybrids, Gouda’s Glory, 
Indisat, Early Bird, Early Pearl, 
Beatrix Choice, California Orange and 
Royal Dutch. 


MORE PANAMA RED 


Dear Ed, 

Here's some information about 
Panama Red, which one of your readers 
asked about. 

‘At 17 enlisted in the army and was in 
Panama for 18 of the most miserable 
months of my life. There was plenty of 
herb, coke, dope and pussy, but the 
climate was unreal. It rains eight months 
out of the year: from April to the. 
beginning of October. The insects were 
intolerable and the locals are hostile 
except when they can make money off 
you. 

There is not much pot grown in 
Panama, except what is sold to US Army 
personnel and Canal Zone workers. 

The humid Atlantic side, close to 
Colombia, produces a brown, fibrous 
type of weed which is mild to mediocre in 
quality. The plants are grown on any of 
the literally thousands of small islands 


that dot the expanse of Gatun lake. In 
1973 you could purchase a bag full of 
reefer for between $40-60. 

To find the true Panama Red, you 
must travel to the Pacific side, 40 miles 
north of Colon. The climate there is dryer 
and more conducive to the growth of one 
of the finest strains of marijuana in the 
world. 

Near the end of my tour of duty | made 
the acquaintance of a Chinese grower 
who showed me one of his smaller fields. 
It was deep in the mountainous interior. 
The plants were germinated in July and 
grown in coffee cans until they were 12’- 
18" tall. [This helps protect them from 
predators—Ed] Then they were planted 
in the fields, which were surrounded by a 
fine mesh fence. 

The soil had been previously fertilized 
with fish scraps and steer manure. The 
plants grew to 7’-8' by the end of 
October. Then they began to flower. The 
old man trimmed most of the branches to 
produce a huge central cola. The plants 
were fully ripe at the beginning of 
December, at which time the crown was 
3° long and 6"-8" thick. The male plants 
are snapped mid-stem and only the 
strongest lived through the searing heat 
of the dry season flowering and fertilizing 
the females. 

The plants were heavily seeded, and 
the central stems so top-heavy they had 
to be propped up with bamboo poles. 
The plants average height at harvest 
was 10'-12'. A truly awesome sight for 
the uninitiated. | do not know how they 
cured the plants and the finished 
product. The large cola leaves were a 
rusty red color. Old Wu's finest buds 
contained a mixture of red, blonde, light 
brown and various shades of green. 

The true red is only available from 
mid-December to mid-March. The rest of 
the year, during the rainy season, only 
immature tops are available. 

I still possess descendants from this 
fine seed strain, but | have crossed them 
with indicas to produce an earlier 
flowering plant suitable for a temperate 
climate.

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carted off to Port Maria jail, 15 miles 
down the coast. It was reminiscent of the 
Dark Ages. 

At first we were put in a vacant cell 
next door to the one housing the current 
Jamaican prisoners. They saw us come 
in, and began taunting us with racial 
jeers. I wondered if there would be 
violence, but when we were transferred 
into the next cell with them, an uneasy 
truce developed. 

The cell was only about 20' by 20' and 
was clearly not big enough for the nine 
prisoners which it now contained. With 
only a couple of tattered shreds of 
styrofoam littering the floor, I could see 
we would be sleeping on the cement. 

A tiny beam of light pierced the cell, 
barely enough to illuminate the thick 
slime covering the floors and walls, 
obviously deriving nourishment from the 
liberal supply of excreta which former 
cell occupants apparently had deposited 
over the years. The nauseating miasmic 
smell was worsened by a small bucket 
that served as commode for all nine of us 
and which was only emptied once a day. 
‘Adding to the down-home atmosphere, 
huge rats scurried in the night, paying 
their respect only inches from my face as 
T attempted to doze on the slime- 
encrusted cement floor. 

I was soon dragged from the cell to see 
the Captain. He wanted to know if any of 
my Mafia connections were going to blow 
up the jail. He also wanted to know what 
was in the vial he held in his hand. 

My eyes lit up when I saw the vial of 
Afghani honey essence. The half ounce 
in the vial could keep all nine of us high 
for weeks. I knew I just had to get it. 

“Oh, Captain, thank you so much for 
finding my ear medicine. My ear has 
been infected and this medicine keeps 
out the air.” Such a ridiculous story 
would have never worked anywhere else 
in the world, but in crazy Jamaica it 
sounded quite logical. When I snatched 
the vial out of his hand he didn’t say a 
thing. 

Back in the cell I sought to bridge the 
cultural gap which existed between us 
and the Jamaican prisoners. They were 
quite amazed when I pulled out the vial 
and explained what was inside. Their 
eyes lit up as one might expect. With no 
weed, I mixed the oil with tobacco and 
we passed around some sticky chokers. 
As the potent sacrament worked its 
miracle, the dreary surroundings took on 
acomical serenity. 

I taught the Jamaicans several Merle 
Haggard tunes. The one which they liked 


best was “Mama Tried.” Two of the young 
Jamaicans could really identify with this 
song because they had just been 
sentenced to life without parole in 
Kingston Gun Court. 

Armed robbery had become endemic 
in Jamaica and in an effort to control the 
violence and killing, a special gun court 
had been established to deal with those 
who possessed either guns or bullets. A 
single bullet could get you life in prison. 
My two fellow prisoners had robbed a 
Kingston bank and in their getaway had 
shot up a couple of police. They were 
chased by police high into the Blue 
Mountains and caught when their car 
plowed into a banyan tree. 

As I dug in for the duration of my 
confinement, interrogation, and 
courtroom proceedings, the latest wave of 
hot gossip flashed up and down the 
coast: 

“White boys, dem go a jail!” 

When I got busted I had a few hundred 
dollars in my pocket which I used to 
bribe the guards. I had several of them go 
into the evidence room and bring me a 
couple of pounds of weed from my former 
stash. I was also able to order food from 
across the street at a restaurant, and 
instead of eating the dismal salted 
codfish, stale rice, and aki provided by 
the Captain, we ate curried goat, lobster, 
barbecued chicken, goat's head soup, 
you name it. 

‘The days were long and the cell 
became as hot as an oven. To pass the 
time we did a lot of talking, herb- 
smoking and rum-drinking. 

To understand what a crazy place 
Jamaica is, you would have to see some 
of the people in that cell. One youth of 18 
was doing 30 days for stealing a 
breadfruit off his neighbor's tree. The 
value of the breadfruit in question was 
five cents. Besides the bank robbers and 
breadfruit thief, there was a true 
Rastafari, or Rastafarian. A Rasta was 
easily distinguishable from ordinary 
Jamaicans because of his hair, which 
grows out naturally into tangled braids 
called dreadlocks which become more 
matted with each passing season. The 
more fanatic cultists used cow shit as a 
natural protein rinse. These natty 
dreadlocks were unmistakable, festering 
in the hot sun. “If you want to be a li-on, 
you must go to Zi-on” is the profound 
philosophy upon which the basic tenet of 
the Rastafarian cult rests. They believe a 
man must never cut hair or beard, and 
that any form of sex other than the 
heterosexual missionary position is 
sinful.

FEMALES AND

Dear Ed, 

Ihave always started my seeds by 
germinating them between layers of 
paper. This year, before covering them, | 
sprinkled Ferti-Lome Rooting powder

wound up with 80% females. I don't 
know if it was luck or not, but | thought I'd 
pass along the experience. 

Now for my question: | have some 
seeds from my sativa plot. The trouble is 
that, about three weeks before harvest, 
some of the plants grew a single male 
pollen sack near the withering calyxes. 
Will they follow the same pattern this 
year or will they exhibit hermaphroditism 
earlier, so they can be weeded out?

Plants grown from seeds produced by 
the hermaphrodites will exhibit the 
same characteristics as their parents: 
female plants which produce a few 
male'flowers towards the end of the 
flowering cycle. The seeds produced 
from this pollen will be female since 
the plants are female and have no 
male chromosomes. The plants have 
some genes for male flowers late in 
life which are probably on their sex 
chromosomes. 

The high ratio of female plants was 
probably caused by this, rather than 
the use of indole 3 butyric acid.

He continued cursing at the police 
and, unsurprisingly, they dragged 
from the cell and took him to the torture 
chamber next door and proceeded to beat 
the fuck out of him once again. All this, 
because a United States foreign-aided 
cop caught the poor guy building a 
spleef.

The Captain told me unless I hired his 
cousin, an attorney, to represent me, I 
could expect to do several 
prison.

There has been a fanzine called Grind 
cround for about a year. Now there are two 


new ones called Grindhouse, both from 
New York State. One Grindhouse is eight 
pages of illustrated movie and record 
reviews, plus articles on such topics as John 
Waters and the history of mixing animation 
with live action. Reviews range from “The 
Cross and the Switchblade” and “Damaged 
Lives” to the recent Ramones compilation 
album. It's only two issues old—editor 
Vincent Basilicato hopes to put out four 
issues a year, but says don’t subscribe. You

The other Grindhouse is about the same 
size and is also only two issues old. This

“Hellbound” ends with "The dickheads who 
helmed this excrement should have their 
hairy assholes fried on a skillet.”

Video Voice recently published a 24- 
page anniversary issue (#9), which had an 
insert with the music to the "Video Voice 
Theme”, movie and video reviews, a 
Godzilla article, and (believe it or not) a 
three-page interview with me (done before 
launched my own Psychotronic Video 
magazine). It comes from my home state, 
but even if it didn’t, I'd say that it’s a good, 
well-rounded ‘zine and | loved that Weldon 
interview.

‘And now for the oddest and most unique 
of the bunch—Murder Can Be Fun. This is 
not a movie fanzine, although editor John 
Marr reviewed movies in early issues. It 
comes out on a regular basis (in addition to 
unnumbered special issues), and the 
newest is 32 pages. They all seem to have 
different prices. Issue 9/10 features The 
Karen Carpenter Story ("She's skinny. She's 
sexy. She’s dead.”) and a documented 
history of an American family of morons 
and imbeciles, traced back to 1776. (It’s 
$1.) Anti Sex Tips For Teens ($1.25) isa 
great guide to teen sex books written by 
such notable authorities as Dick Clark, Pat 
Boone, and Connie Francis.

More useless CD trash: Christ, I must be bored stiff, 
it being February and me being holed up here in 
New York with an ever-mounting pile of these 
ridiculous CDs which I still hate (and would trade 
in a second for a scratchy pile of old Chess, 
Meteor, Aladdin, Vee Jay, or Sun 45s), but I might 
as well pass on this worthless information to you 
stoned readers and righteously earn my $150 this 


month. 

BEACH BOYS JAPANESE CDs 

The domestic Beach Boys CDs I've 
heard are pretty much trash, but the 
Japanese issue of Pet Sounds 
(rumored to be heavily deleted, but 
who knows...) is sonically 
astounding and includes previously 
unissued cuts—the legendary "Hang 
On To Your Ego” (which turns out to be 
the instrumental track to “I Know 
There's An Answer” with a different 
vocal and lyrics), some weird 
acappella vocal track. and Brian 
Wilson asking the engineer if he can 
bring a horse into the studio! It's a far 
cry from the days when Capitol put 
out Brian's masterpiece in ridiculous 
“duo-phonic’ (reprocessed stereo) 
sound. Those willing to go financially 
overboard to increase the clarity and 
decibels of their Beach Boys 
collection might want to look for the 
Japanese double CD set Twin Best 


Néw—40 tunes presented in their 
original form (be it stereo or mono) 
with many bizarre sound revelations 
(off-mike chatter over the intro to "Do 
It Again”, etc.). 


BO DIDDLEY—Bo Diddley is a 
Gunslinger Chess/MCA 

For the first time in over 20 years, 
Chess has reached into their Bo 
Diddley catalog for unreleased gems 
and found two good ones ("Working 
Man” and “Do What I Say”) for 
inclusion on the CD of Gunslinger, an 
otherwise straight repackaging job of 
Bo's fantastic fourth LP. Soundwise it's 
nice, but Bo Diddley just sounds 
better (dirtier) on record, so unless 
you just gotta have these two 
unissued gems, stick with the wax— 
that includes the Japanese P-Vine 
Best of Bo Diddley, a 27-song 
repackage with a great cover photo 


and perfectly perfect (too perfect) 
sound quality that despite itself fails 
to excite me as much as an old web- 
top Checker 45 would. 


ROLLING STONES BOOTLEG CDs 

Following the success of the Rare 
Beatles Trax CDs (undiminished 
studio masters bootlegged on CD), 
the same folks have given us the first 
taste from the Stones vault with On 
The Rocks, which features 14 studio 
outtakes from the Beggar's Banquet 
and Let It Bleed sessions. You get two 
never-before-heard versions of 
“Sympathy For The Devil”, Mick 
singing “You Got The Silver”, 
“Goodtime Women’ (an embryonic 
version of “Tumblin’ Dice"), and more, 
most of it amazing studio quality. 

There are also two incredible 
sounding shows from their marathon 
post-Exile On Main St. tour. Live in 
Perth, Australiais a full Stones show 
on one CD (sound quality beats out 
any legit Stones live LP, and the song 
selection can’t be beat). Brussels 
Affair 1973is another complete show 
that suffers from the inclusion of 
crummy Goat's Head Soup tunes, but 
it also includes their most brutal 
rendition of "Midnight Rambler” ever. 
Rumor has it that much earlier 
material will soon be appearing, 
including many 1966-7 European 
shows never before heard. 


TRAVIS WAMMACK—That Scratchy 
Guitar From Memphis (Bear Family, 
West Germany) 

I bought this expensive 21 track 
bugger because it’s only available as 
@ CD but it's everything a CD oughta 
be. 21 tracks, 12 previously 
unreleased, in beautiful mono and 
stereo from the original session 
tapes. Wammack was a killer early 
‘60s guitar instrumentalist whose 
style falls somewhere betweein Link 
Wary and Lonnie Mack. Originals like 
“Scratchy” and “Distorition” are 
tonalization classics and his brutal 
renditions of "Louie Louie” and "Night 
Train” put him in league with the 
Sonics for sheer snarling class. 


LESTER YOUNG—The President 
Plays 

Generally speaking, much more 
care seems to go into jazz CDs, 
especially this classic. In addition to 
great sound on this totally stunning 
1952 session that captures some of the 
Pres’ finest and most soulful playing 
(with the Oscar Peterson Trio), you get 
four unissued selections from the 
same dates, the biggest thrill of all 
being Lester singing “It Takes Two to 
Tango,” two takes worth—total time 
62 minutes. This is what you need a 
fucking CD player for. @
